This Month’s Authors 


Born of parents who were rich only in 
the grace of God, CHARLES A. TIND- 
LEY (“Heaven’s Christmas Tree’) 
learned as a child the meaning of ad- 
versity. Because of his family’s poverty 
he was “farmed out” as a boy to work, 
and some of his masters were very cruel. 
Even then he was filled with a desire 
for learning. At night, when everyone 
else was asleep, he would spread out on 
the floor of his shack bits of old news- 
papers he had picked up from the road. 
Lying there in the light of burning pine 
knots he would laboriously mark out all 
the words he could find. The Bible was 
his first book. As he grew to manhood he 
studied by correspondence, at night 
school and under private tuition, and so 
gained his education for the ministry. 
But throughout his life the Bible re- 
mained his first book. The Tindley Me- 
morial Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Philadelphia, which Dr. Tindley served 
with fruit abounding for more than 
thirty years, is a fitting monument to his 
compelling, Bible-centered ministry. 


Moopy MONTHLY readers owe their in- 
troduction to RUSS REED (“Pathway to 
Christmas”) to the former writer-prc- 
ducer oi “Unshackled,” Eugenia Price. 
The word came to us from Miss Price 
that a young Jewish friend of hers, whom 
she had often used on her program, had 
put into manuscript form a very striking 
personal narrative which we might do 
well to look over. The value of her coun- 
sel we leave to your judgment as you 
read the story of how this young man 
came to Christ. To that story we can add 
but little here, except that step by step 
this new-found Lord is leading Russ 
into a fuller knowledge of Himself and 
His Word and His will.

was born, 


R. JOHNSON (“The Quietness of God”) 
was led gradually from a position of 
outright disbelief in God to a full sur- 
render to Christ. Then, from the Evan- 
gelists’ Training College of the Method- 
ist Church in New South Wales God 
took this young man clear across the 
world to America to study the Bible. 
That was in 1913. Three pastorates fol- 
lowed, one in the midwest and two in 
the south. In 1922 a call came from the 
First Presbyterian Church of Galveston, 
Tex. There he ministered for thirty 
years. Then he returned to Moody Bible 
Institute in Chicago, the school where as 
an Australian immigrant, forty-three 
years before, he had enrolled as a stu- 
dent. As a member of the MBI extension 
team Dr. Johnson is now being greatly 
used of the Lord, teaching and preaching 
in the United States and Canada. 


As a child, Polish-born VICTOR 
BUKSBAZEN (“Israel and Her Hebrew 
Christians”) first witnessed the persecu- 
tion of his people, the Jews, under the 
Russian Czar. Then, as a boy of fifteen, 
in World War I, he and his father were 
caught between the embattled armies of 
the Bolsheviks and the Poles. In Hitler’s 
concentration camps, during World War 
II, members of his own family met their 
death. Others were lost behind the Iron 
Curtain in the vast confusion that fol- 
lowed, and were never seen again. Since 
1922, when Mr. Buksbazen first put his 
faith in Christ, he has not ceased to 
present Him to his people as the final 
answer to their suffering. That objective 
is well summed up on the masthead of 
Israel My Glory, official publication of 
The Friends of Israel Missionary and Re- 
lief Society, of which Mr. Buksbazen is 
the editor. It reads: “To proclaim the 
Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ to the 
Jews at home and abroad, and give re- 
lief to suffering Israel.”

Story Behind the Quote: This regret 

as expressed in a recent letter to Gen- 
ral Franco, Spanish Chief of State, 
omposed and signed in Madrid on the 
ceasion of an extraordinary meeting of 
11 pastors of the Spanish Protestant 
Church. The balance of the letter is self- 
xplanatory. 

“Our Church has done its utmost to 
vork within the limits so far granted to 
he Spanish Protestants, continuing to 
preach the Gospel--a mission which we 
have pursued in our country for almost a 
entury. On several occasions we Protes- 
ants have appealed to you, as well as to 
the competent authorities, for an exten- 
sion of our rights. Today we do not want 
to address a new request to Your Excel- 
lency but to express our profound grief. 

“We have recently been attacked in 
public by persons of a high religious and 
ecclesiastical standing who speak there- 
iore with the greatest authority. The 
Protestant movement to which our 
Church belongs is, as a consequence, in 
danger of appearing in the eyes of our 
compatriots as a movement with a po- 
litical character. This is obviously not at 
all the case. These attacks are all the 
more dangerous to us as they are of a 
personal nature, directed against isolated 
instances and belonging to another 
period, but they have the effect of dis- 
torting the meaning and the aim of our 
Church. 

“On the other hand, as Spanish citi- 
ens who submit voluntarily to the laws 
if our nation, we find ourselves prevented 
from refuting these accusations in public. 
Just as we are prepared to answer for 
our acts in front of a tribunal, so as 
Protestant believers we are responsible 
for the spiritual task which has been 
entrusted to us and which we try to 
ulfil before Him who has called us and 
vho ‘will judge the living and the dead.’” 


After dramatic and impassioned hours 
of debate the House of Lords in England 
oted down a bill which would have 
ibolished capital punishment. The bill 
yassed the House of Commons earlier 
ind was supported strongly by the Arch- 
vishop of Canterbury and the Church 
of England.

College-Destroyed Faith Blamed in Mental Cases 

Dr. William S. Carlson, president of the State University of New 
York, addressing an annual Mental Health Forum in Rochester, N.Y., 
declared that present-day colleges are contributing to students’ mental 
instability by providing an atmosphere in which traditional religious 
beliefs are questioned and stripped from students but none are put 
in their place. 

Dr. Carlson stated: “The very atmosphere of the university tends 
to corrode the average student’s traditional moral and_ religious 
beliefs,” adding that little is done about this new disturbing element 
in his life. “And, to the extent that colleges take no steps to fill the 
vacuum of belief which they create, they are contributing to the sum 
total of mental instability.” 

Dr. Carlson suggested that the schools had not intentionally created 
an atmosphere “unconducive to religious growth.” Nevertheless. he 
observed: “If the university is culpable, it is on the grounds of 
omission, rather than of commission.” 


Million-Dollar Marian Shrine to be Erected in Boston 


Last September 23, Archbishop Richard J. Cushing of the Boston 
diocese of the Roman Catholic Church broke ground for a $1-million 
shrine to Mary, “Queen of the Universe.” Site of the showplace is a 
commanding hilltop location in Orient Heights, north of Boston. First 
unit of the shrine will be a white stone pylon resembling a huge 
drive-in movie theater screen. This will serve as a backdrop for a 
thirty-foot bronze statue of the Virgin Mary, the work of a Jewish 
sculptor, Arrigo Minerbi. 

An altar at one side of the pylon will be surmounted by a 50-foot 
mosaic screen depicting the coronation of Mary as “Queen of the 
Universe.” Superimposed on the pylon will be a rectangular “crown” 
of polished aluminum, symbolizing the queenship of Mary. Occupying 
a prominent place in the shrine will be an urn containing a stone from 
the door of St. Peter’s Basilica in Rome and a fragment of the Holy 
House of Loretto in Italy, as well as a parchment inscribed with the 
“Ave Maria” in many languages. 


Multi-Million-Dollar Biblical Reproduction Planned 
A $20,000,000 project to re-create Biblical Jerusalem, Bethlehem 


and Nazareth in California has been announced by the American 
Foundation for the Preservation of Christian Heritage. The project 
is a joint venture by Roman Catholic and Protestant leaders through- 
out the country. It will be known as “Christialand.” 

The proposed site is a 2,000-acre plot in Riverside County, Calif., 
near San Diego. It was selected because of its similarity to the Holy 
Land in weather and terrain. The financing is still in the formative 
stage.

Connecticut Firms Provide Bibles for Employes 


Businessmen and industrial leaders in Connecticut have 
warmly embraced a proposal that they equip their reception 
and employe recreation rooms with Bibles. The suggestion was 
originally made by Albert S. Redway, president of the Manu- 
facturers Association of Connecticut, in anticipation of Na- 
tional Bible Week. 

Before National Bible Week had been celebrated some 275 
Connecticut manufacturers had requisitioned Bibles for their 
establishments. The Bibles were provided by The Gideons, 
International. 

Commenting on this response, John Coolidge, association

Plane Crashes Hinder and Help Gospel Work 


In Netherlands New Guinea, pilot Edward Ulrich (see N R, 
July, 1955) was uninjured when his Cessna 180 flipped over on 
the Homejo air strip. Although Ulrich was not injured, exten- 
sive damage was caused to the plane and the life-line to the 
recently opened Baliem Valley was closed until repairs were 
made. (Item: Prior to the recent building of the Homejo air 
strip, missionaries received most supplies by parachute, others 
being carried overland several days distance from Wissel 
Lakes.) 

Two planes operated by Marine Medical Missions in Canada. 
near the northern border of British Columbia, were damaged 
in separate mishaps. No lives were lost in either accident, 
but missionary work was hindered while the planes were being 
repaired. Reporting the accidents, Captain C. F. Stabbert, 
director of MMM said: “We feel that we haven’t yet realized 
the complete reason for these accidents, but we are never- 
theless confident of the fact that they didn’t just happen 
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but were the working of the Lord .. . Following the usual 
human form we began to try and imagine why the Lord 
would allow such a thing to happen. When we arrived at the 
place and heard of how the Lord had opened doors to the 
Mission for future years, because of the time that those on the 
plane were forced to spend in this place, we began to under- 
stand.” 

Meanwhile, a new advance will be realized as the Central 
American Mission, in co-operation with the Missionary Avia- 
tion Fellowship, opens medical air clinics in isolated areas of 
Honduras. It is expected that early next year the first clinic 
will be functioning at Santa Maria, where the townspeople 
have offered property for the clinic. Santa Maria already has 
its own airstrip, leveled off by the government some years 
ago for emergency landings. Thus the missionary pilot will 
be able to fly in supplies and fly out emergency patients. 
Directing plans for this new phase of missionary work in 
Honduras is Dr. Marion McKinney, of CAM’s Hospital Evan- 
gelico at Siguatepeque. 


Rebuilt Pilgrim Church Dedicated in London 
Winthrop W. Aldrich, U.S. Ambassador to Britain, opened the 
new Pilgrim Fathers Memorial church in Southwark, an 
historic quarter of London. The church is said to be the 
oldest Congregational church in Britain. It has been rebuilt 
three times since the original structure was founded in 1616 
by Congregationalist martyrs inside the adjoining Clink 
Prison. 

Queen Elizabeth II sent a message saying that the work 
performed by the church members “cannot fail to strengthen 
the bonds between Great Britain and America.” 

The Pilgrim Fathers prayed in the church and gave it their 
name before sailing for America in 1620. The second structure 
was destroyed in World War II and the new building, which 
cost 17,500 pounds ($49,000), stands near the site of the old 
church. 


Indian Missionaries Accused of Political Motives 
Fiercest attack yet made on Christian missionaries in India 
came from a six member committee of inquiry appointed by 
the state of Madhya Pardesh. The committee said it secured 
information from 11,000 people in seventy-seven towns and 
villages, and had decided that foreign missions “appear to 
be part of the uniform world policy to revive Christendom 
for re-establishing Western supremacy. It is not prompted 
by spiritual motives.” 

The committee recommended that missionaries be barred 
from India and that efforts to convert Hindus to Christianity 
be prohibited. “Conversion muddles the convert’s sense of 
solidarity with his society,” said the committee, and creates 
the danger that the convert’s “loyalty to his country and 
state is being undermined.” 

Protestant and Roman Catholic leaders promptly reiterated 
that missionaries have no political motives in their work. 


Three Parochial Schools Seized for Taxes 

For years school authorities and Roman Catholic officials in 
Coquitlam, near Vancouver, British Columbia, had been 
battling over school taxes. Roman Catholic leaders had de- 
manded that parents of parochial school pupils be relieved 
of payment of municipal school taxes, charging that they bore 
the “double burden” of supporting church and public schools. 
Roman Catholics also sought provincial grants for parochial 
schools on the same basis as for public schools. 

Failing to gain their objective, the community’s parochial 
schools were suddenly closed in 1951 and remained shut down 
for a year. Public schools were forced to provide accommoda- 
tions for about 800 Roman Catholic students. 

Last year the Coquitlam town council notified Roman 
Catholic authorities that tax payments on their schools were 
four years in arrears, gave them until September 30, 1956, to 
make a payment. Town Officials said even a token payment 
on the $10,000 bill would be acceptable. 

When the September 30 deadline passed, municipal author- 
ities ordered seizure of the schools—Our Lady of Lourdes 
grade and high schools and Our Lady of Fatima grade school 
in Maillardville. 

Maurice Lizee, chairman of the Catholic School Board, 
said it “has no intention of paying the taxes.” Reeve Christ- 
mas, representing the town council, said it “has no alternative 
under the laws of the province but to take title to the 
properties.” 
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British YFC Sponsoring Suburban Rallies 
British Youth for Christ has launched an important forward 
move in its program of reaching teen-agers and others with 
the gospel. The plans include the inauguration of a rally in 
Central London which it is hoped will spark suburban rallies 
The first rally is designed to take the form of a Christmas 
Carolcade in the Westminster Central Hall on December 21 
Because of the geographical and political situation of Lon- 
don in relation to the British Isles, Europe, the Empire and 
the world, it is expected that this central rally will become 
international in its character. Preliminary plans anticipate 
that these rallies will be held every two to three months. The 
interest of Youth for Christ leaders in the success of this 
rally is far greater than just the circle of Britain, for interest 
is being registered throughout the Empire, Europe and 
America. 


Men for Missions Plan Project for Ecuador 

Men for Missions, laymen’s voice of The Oriental Missionary 
Society, have chosen to finance a $30,000 headquarters build- 
ing for the Inter-American Mission in Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
as a project for 1956-57. This headquarters building includes 
a tabernacle, with Bible school facilities for the training of 
national workers. 

The group organized last June at Winona Lake, Ind., and 
selected business men from various parts of the United States 
as its officers. Eldon Turnidge, a mint farmer from Jefferson, 
Ore., was elected president; Rolland McGilvray, a Cleveland, 
Ohio, banker, vice-president and Robert Martin, an Indiana 
grain elevator owner, secretary. The executive cabinet also 
included Dr. Hammel Shipps, a New Jersey surgeon and 
Byron Dotson, a tent and awning manufacturer from Lima, 
Ohio.

The Eighth Congress of German Protestant Church Architects 
failed to resolve an issue over the use of pictures and other 
art in German churches.

A week-long Bible reading marathon was conducted in Euclid 
Lutheran church in Cleveland, Ohio, in connection with the 
dedication of its new $220,000 building.

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The “Night” Before Christmas 

“Some day there will be a real Christmas,” predicted 
.ditor David Lawrence, writing a year ago in an editorial 
n the U. S. News and World Report. But his description 
of the “real Christmas” still to come was a picture of the 
vorld as it will be only when Christ returns to rule on 

arth. 

In a very real sense this Christmas—any Christmas 
intil our Lord returns—can be but the shadowy sem- 
lance of that real Christmas still to come. Til] then the 
‘ood will and cheer and so-called Christmas spirit, the 
»aiety and kindness which the world puts on for the oc- 
‘asion are as fleeting as the Christmas season and as on 
the surface as the tinsel which is so quickly thrown away. 

But the Christmas to come—that is real, and the “night” 
before that Christmas which is now upon us. 

How dark is the darkness becoming! In matters of 
world unrest, of suffering, of ungodliness, of wickedness 
and misery and fear, there is little from which to take 
cheer. But as we have pointed out from time to time, the 
very deepening of the night is confirmation of all our Lord 
has told us. “And when these things begin to come to pass, 
then look up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption 
draweth nigh.” 

That which should distress us is not the growing dark- 
ness of the night, but the unfinished task before us, the 
condition and future of the lost, and above all our own 
complacence. If God has called this present generation to 
witness the end of the age, how great is our responsibility. 

Brethren, it is not the outward “night” that we should 
fear, but the night within! 


Rehearsal in the Middle East 

The world has just seen how quickly historic tensions 
in the Middle East can mushroom into armed conflict with 
global implications. At this writing not only Israel and 
Egypt but France and England and the entire Arab world 
are deeply involved in the complex tangle of conflicting 
aims and motives. 

As this issue goes to press, the situation is still fluid. 
But there is reason to hope that once more some settle- 
ment will be reached, and that for the present the hazards 
of world-wide war may be avoided. 

Meanwhile, believers have had a dramatic preview of 
just how quickly lines may be drawn for end-time events 
in this part of the world. It is worth noting, too, that even 
the hoped-for settlement will by no means remove the 
root-causes of future conflict. They will remain to be 
seen again, perhaps repeatedly. Certainly they will be 
seen at least once more to play their roles in the con- 
summation of God’s plan and judgment. 


A New Adventist Position? 

Evangelicals have for many years regarded the Sev- 
enth-day Adventist movement as being on the borders 
of, if not beyond, the shadowy land of doctrinal error. 
Now Seventh-day Adventist leaders are claiming that the 
present Adventist position in many respects has been 
misunderstood. Recent articles in respected evangelical 
magazines have contended that Adventism is basically 
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evangelical although interwoven with “several strange, 
illogical and unbiblical views.” 

At this point, most evangelicals probably feel they have 
only begun to hear the evidence. Seventh-day Adventist 
leaders have announced that they will shortly release 
their own statement in book form. This, together with a 
similar book of findings by Walter R. Martin, associated 
with Eternity magazine and the Zondervan Publishing 
House, will no doubt, add details to the present picture. 

At this point, however, several questions remain un- 
answered. Admittedly, the ranks of Adventists contain 
many divergent views. Can Adventist leaders speak with 
assurance as to what their representatives are teaching 
and will teach in various local situations? Can these 
leaders successfully deal with the practice of masking the 
identity of Adventist literature and broadcasts? And 
can they halt the proselytizing of new converts by those 
eager to emphasize the importance of sabbath keeping? 

A matter of particular and immediate concern is the 
light in which evangelicals should regard Adventist lit- 
erature and teaching. Does the present discussion indi- 
cate that such literature can now be read with confidence 
in what is set forth? 

To this last question the answer must be an unequiv- 
ocal “no.” Though Adventist leaders are claiming that 
they have not believed and do not now believe in salva- 
tion by works and that they have been misunderstood in 
other matters, nothing we have yet seen indicates a turn- 
ing from the writings of Ellen G. White and others which 
have long been unacceptable to evangelicals. As many 
know, these writings are freely sprinkled with such un- 
biblical views as observance of the seventh day as sab- 
bath, soul-sleep and annihilation—views to which pres- 
ent-day Adventists stil] hold. 

Evangelicals rejoice when any group acknowledges 
belief in the great, historic doctrines concerning the per- 
son and work of our Lord. However this is no time for 
hasty judgment. We must wait further evidence as to 
Adventist devotion to the doctrines just mentioned and 
further information as to the points in which they ad- 
mittedly differ from the historic Christian position. 


Russia’s “Little Monks” 

Though the report cannot now be confirmed from this 
distance, word from Europe indicates that a spontaneous 
religious movement has come into being in Russia, largely 
through reading the Bible. According to an article in the 
Norwegian paper Vart Land, the followers of the move- 
ment call themselves “The Believers,’ but they have 
become popularly known as monachki, “the little monks.” 

Apparently young people predominate in the movement 
which is said to be recruited from all grades of society, 
especially students, clerks and shop assistants. The re- 
pert adds that the group’s missionary activities are known 
throughout the country and that it constitutes the most 
formidable opposition now arrayed against Communism 
in Russia. 

A summary of the newspaper account from Norway, 
published in the British magazine, The Flame, declares 
that “many young people are leaving their work and are 
going out as evangelists to the remotest parts of Russia. 
There they preach the gospel among collective laborers 
and organize special agricultural Christian communities. 
As a rule such evangelists tan carry on for a year or so 
before being arrested; but even then they continue their 
activities inside the prison camps.” 

Since the facts available to us at this time come from 
just one source and are apparently based on an inter- 
view with just one escaped Russian prisoner, the ex- 
istence of “the little monks” cannot be regarded as an 
absolute certainty. That such a movement may be under- 
way behind the Iron Curtain, however, is entirely pos- 
sible. The Word of God is quick and powerful, and one 
day we may discover that in Russia the blood of coura- 
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geous young monachki martyrs has become the seed of a 
mighty church. 


A New Appointment 


It is with a particular sense of God’s gracious leading 
and provision that Moopy MontHiy announces the pro- 
motion of William Boyle, circulation manager for the past 
several years, to the post of publication manager.

He was business manager of a professional baseball team 
when conversion completely changed his outlook. Soon 
afterward, in 1949, he joined the Moopy Monruty busi- 
ness staff with special responsibility for circulation.

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HEAVEN'S

On the night of December 26, i915, when Dr. Charles A. 
Tindley first spoke on “‘Heaven’s Christmas Tree,” the Olym- 
pia Building in Philadelphia was jammed to capacity. Hun- 
dreds were turned away for want of standing room. The Spirit 
was manifestly present, and at the close, 110 of the 5,000 con- 
gregation “gave themselves to God.” So deep and lasting was 
the influence of the message that year after year at Christ- 
mas time, until the Lord called him home in 1933, Dr. Tindley 
was prevailed upon to repeat it, while crowds thronged to hear 
him. We are grateful for the privilege of publishing it, and 
pray that it may live again for our readers this Christmas, 
forty-one years after its first presentation. 


your years ago, when I was serving as pastor ‘n Wilmington, 
Del., I had occasion to visit this city [Philadelphia] on 
Christmas Day. For some reason I came early in the 
morning. While passing along a certain street, I saw a 
large church with front doors open and many people, young 
and old, moving in and out. Out of curiosity, I crossed over to 
find out what was the occasion. 

When I reached the point where I could see, behold, in the 
lecture room of the church was a large tree, beautifully 
trimmed and laden with many packages. A young man was 
standing upon a step-ladder and by means of a rod was lifting 
packages from the limbs of the tree and calling out the names 
that were written on them. As he would call a name some- 
one’s hand would go up. These happy recipients were passing 
in groups from the church, smiling and congratulating each 
other upon the favors received. 

I stood there until the tree was stripped of packages, and 
all the people, except a very few, had passed out into the 
street. Then I noticed a little boy, who sauntered from the 
building almost, if not quite, the last, with scanty clothing 
and pinched features. 

He wore a sickly, mechanical smile, as though it was an un- 
avoidable reflection from the numerous faces that surrounded 
him. His eyes were filled with tears. His lips moved as though 
his little soul was forcing audible expressions of its sad dis- 
appointment. He moved off down the street, kicking the bits 
of paper here and there as though to satisfy his feelings. 

I followed him until he turned into a little court and stood 
on the doorsteps of one of the little dwellings. After glancing 
this way and that for a minute as though he dreaded to leave 
the street empty-handed and cheerless, he turned the door- 
knob and entered what I imagined was a poor, cheerless home. 

Until then, I was unconscious of a tear that was rolling 
down my face and dropping on my bosom. With a sigh I 
turned away with the question: “Will there ever be a time 
when the spirit of the Christ shall so fill and control the lives 
of people that everybody, young and old, rich and poor, will 
receive some token of love on Christmas Day?” 

My query was directed more heavenward than earthward. 
I seemed to be asking the Christ of Christmas rather than 
anyone else. And the answer must have come directly from 
Him, for it was in the very language of Scripture.

+ Au yes! He is the Tree of Life—a great Christmas Tree set 
ip in this world, bearing a package for every single creature 
He has made. That means that the poorest of you, who have 
iot loving friends to make your heart glad with presents, can 
urn to Jesus and find in Him a present just for you. A pack- 
ige with your name on it is hanging on heaven's great Christ- 
mas Tree. 

Some of you here this evening can go back in memory to 
happier moments than you will ever see again. A time when 
our mother and father lived; a time when you and your 
brothers and sisters raced downstairs in the early dawn of 
Christmas morning to find out what was in your stocking or 
m the table. It may not have been much, but the toy horse 
and drum brought more joy than you have experienced since. 

In many of your lives those sweet moments have come and 
gone, never to return. Those dear parents have crept behind 
the curtains of time and have entered the solemn realms of 
perpetual silence. Some of you had homes of your own just a 
little while ago that memory brings fresh to your minds. 

You that are widows can hear the well-known footfall of 
loving husbands, climbing the steps of your homes, bringing 
from the markets the joys of Yuletide. There the fire burned 
brightly. The table fairly groaned with viands of the season. 
The home wore a real smile. Pictures tossed compliments to 
pictures, bric-a-brac to bric-a-brac; furniture seemed to 
speak to furniture in tones of hallelujah and strains of glory. 

But since that sweet and rare oasis in your life’s desert, 
crepe has hung on your door. That strong man has been cap- 
tured by the monster death and you followed him one day to 
the house of cold clay in some cemetery. Need I say that no 
Christmas has seemed so happy since? 

There are fathers here who are at a loss to know what to 
do for their motherless children. The home is broken up, the 

children at one place and they at another. The bells of Christ- 
mas only bring to mind the joy you once had and which you 
have not now. 

Oh, there are many blighted hopes, broken prospects and 
saddened hearts because of circumstances so unfavorable and 
so crushing! But amidst all these things and despite all, I am 
going to have you see by faith heaven’s Christmas Tree, whose 
top reaches the ceiling and whose limbs touch all the walls of 
this building. It is weighted down with packages fixed by fin- 
gers of light. On one of them is your name. I am going to call 
them off and the Holy Spirit is going to take them to everyone 
that is in this building, for there is one for each of you. 


+ Here is the package, HOPE. This package hangs on a limb 
that almost touches the ground. It is the lowest limb on the 
Tree and the easiest to reach. It shines with the light and 
glitter of all the promises of God. 
I may be speaking to someone tonight who is at the point of 
despair as touching the accomplishment of their aim in life. 
I may be speaking to some parents who have come here 
hopeless of ever making anything worthwhile out of their son 
or daughter, or ever having their children become what they 
had hoped and prayed that they might be. 
I may be speaking to someone who has tried to live a good

life, but has failed. The devil has told you that you are one of 
those doomed by your Creator to misery here and hell here- 
after. You may have almost decided to quit and give up trying. 

I am going to beg of you a favor tonight, and that is, reach 
up with all the strength you have left and take from heaven’s 
Christmas Tree this low-limbed package, HOPE. It is so low 
that you can reach it from the gutter, from the gambling-den, 
from the barroom, and from the lowest places of earth. I be- 
seech you, in God’s name, take this package, HOPE, and try 
again! 


+ I point to another package on another limb a little higher 
up. It is marked: FORGIVENESS. It shines with all the 
brightness of the Redeemer’s face, and is stained with the 
blood of Calvary. Set in a frame carved out of the love of God, 
it dazzles like the chandelier of a thousand promises, whose 
jets glow with the breath of the Man of Sorrow. 

This is the most -costly package on the Tree. Those finger- 
marks you see on it were left there by the nail-pierced hand 
of the Man of Galilee. He tied it there in the darkness and the 
earthquakes that afternoon, when the dead woke up before 
resurrection morning and the rocks broke their silence. 

There are many of you in this building tonight who, as I do, 
need this package. Nobody can say that they have never 
sinned against God. Nobody has ever had their sins canceled 
out by their own deeds or deserving. Everybody, therefore, who 
is not now guilty of sin has been forgiven through the merits 
of Jesus Christ. It was the gift of God, for the sake of Jesus 
Just as others have been forgiven, so everyone present and 
everybody in this whole world can, and may be, forgiven of all 
their sins. It can be done now, this very night. How many of 
you who are guilty of sin will take this package tonight? 


+ THERE is another package on this Tree. on a limb a little 
higher up. On it is written the word: HELP 

I have always thanked God for the numerous promises of 
help in the Bifle. I don’t know what Adam’s strength was be- 
fore the fall, but I do know that since that time human nature 
has not been equal in strength to the forces of evil in this 
world. The lust of the flesh, the lust of the eye, and the pride 
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of life are mighty armies under the management of the devil 
for the downfall of everything that is good in a human being. 

I have never known but one Man on this whole earth who, 
from His birth to His death, could stand against the forces of 
this world. I need not tell you that that Man is Jesus Christ. 
He not only conquered the world, the flesh and the devil for 
Himself, but for every believer throughout all time. 

It is this man Christ Jesus who promises help to everyone 
who wants to live for God. My belief is that there are hun- 
dreds who are in sin and on the way to hell who don’t want to 
be there. They wish that in some way they could change their 
lives, but are too weak to do so. 

I want you to see the mighty arm that reaches down over 
this package of which I am speaking and holds it out to every 
helpless soul who wants to leave the devil. It is that mighty 
strong arm which upholds the world, weighs the hills and 
measures the waters. It is that great arm that destroyed 
Egypt, leveled the walls of Jericho, flung Babylon’s glory in 
the dust, and plucked the Caesars from their thrones. He says, 
as He looks over this sea of faces tonight, “I will help thee.” 


+ I see another package on a limb even higher up. It is 
marked: FRIENDSHIP. 

Do you know the value of friendship? If not, it is because 
you have never been friendless in this world. No matter how 
strong you are physically, mentally, or financially, you need a 
friend. Perhaps the most unhappy people in this building are 
not those who are poor in the things of this world, but who 
are friendless. 

Someone has said that lamps may burn, stars may shine and 
sun may blaze, yet dark indeed is the life that has no friend- 
ship. The cold friendship of the world is so uncertain, so 
ephemeral and so fleeting that no one can quite know whether 
tomorrow holds for them the same blessings they enjoy today. 

The slender pedestals on which earth’s friendships sit are 
so easily knocked over that one is almost afraid to move. If 
you have money, fine clothes, a beautiful home or great abil- 
ity, you may have friends and admirers. But when these are 
gone your brightest day may fade into a dark and dismal 
night. 


+ Let us look at another package, higher up on the Tree. It 
is marked: PEACE. And when I mention this I know I start 
springs of joy and earnest longings up from a thousand souls 
within this building. 

Only God knows the number of troubled and unhappy souls 
in the world. Some will tell you that the grace of God in your 
souls will do away with all trouble and anxiety concerning 
things of this earth. I don’t believe it, and neither do you. 
This is like a good many other sayings put into the category 
of Christian expressions which have never been sustained by a 
single experience. 

I have only to quote the words of Jesus Christ to prove that 
Christianity was never intended to take all the briars out of 
the fields and all the thorns from the thorn hedges of life. 
Nor was it intended that the briar or thorn can not pierce a 
believer’s hand or foot as easily as it can the feet and hands 
of other folks. 

Jesus said: “In the world ye shall have tribulation” (John 
16:33). There are many kindred terms, but this one word 
“tribulation” is a pouch big enough to hold all the kinds of 
troubles and trials that one can ever have. It is foolishness as 
well as precarious to think you can go through life without 
trouble. 

While I do not wish to take from the Christian life any of 
the mysterious and supernatural elements, and there are 
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The package which hangs on the topmost limb 


can only be discerned with the eyes of faith 


many of them, I do wish to say that it includes a whole lot of 
common good sense and real plain philosophy, also. 

A lazy and non-provident church member is bound to be in 
want no matter how many prayers he makes a day or how 
high or loud he shouts. The best saint in all the world will 
miss a train if he is behind time. 

To say that mishaps and wrongdoings about us do not dis- 
turb us in any way is to bespeak a situation that neither 
Jesus Christ nor any of His disciples experienced. Jesus said 
at one time, “My soul is exceedingly sorrowful, even unto 
death” (Mark 14:34). The apostles all suffered great afflictions, 
and most of them martyrdom. Paul complained of the thorn 
in the flesh. 

Oh no, my friends, I am not trying to make you believe that 
because you have religion that you are going to heaven on 
flowery beds of ease. But I am happy to tell you that there is 
promise of sweet peace, nevertheless, to all the children of 
God. What peace we have in this world is not instead of 
things, but in spite of things. 

Just the thought of an unbroken and undisturbed quiet in 
the City of God where none can disturb or molest, where no 
shifting winds ever come to change the temperature, no night 
ever hides the beauty of the flowers of the new Eden, no win- 
ter storms ever beat the leaves from the Tree of Life, no 
change of government ever makes uncertain the social condi- 
tion, and no death ever breaks up families—such promises as 
these are calculated to make one bear with patience all pov- 
erty, afflictions and even death, in this life. 

I say to all of you who are troubled, there is coming a day of 
absolute and glorious peace, a peace that will take all the gray 
hairs from your head, all the wrinkles from your face, all the 
tears from your eyes, and all the pangs of sorrow from your 
heart. In that day you will shout in the vigor of the new morn- 
ing and with everlasting life and joy of happy childhood in 
that land that knows no sorrow! 


+ THERE is just one more package that I wish to mention to- 
night. It hangs on the top limb of heaven’s Christmas Tree. 
So bright is the light which shines upon it one cannot see it 
with physical eyesight. You will have to be spiritually en- 
dowed to see this package. You will have to see it with the 
eyes of faith, for it is spiritually discerned. 

I am going to get the Holy Spirit to read the name, for 
every time I look that way I hear someone saying, “Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered into the heart 
of man, the things that God hath prepared for them that love 
him.” But, thank God, the Spirit has revealed them unto us 
(I Cor. 2:9,10). 

On this top-limbed package is the word: HOME. 

I know you orphan children, you widowed women, and you 
widower fathers are scarcely able to remain quiet under the 
sound of such happy news as this. As I speak to you, you are 
thinking of your own sweet homes of just a little while ago. 
Sweet music and the prattle of happy children come to you 
tonight like an echo. The joy of those days is like a dream 
whose glories fade with the awakening and die at the opening 
of the day. That dreaded monster, death, has carried your 
loved ones to the grave. Your homes are broken up, and your- 
selves are homeless wanderers. 

Some of you mothers are staying with your children. This 
is a sweet and gracious providence, if these children are good 
to you; it is an earthly torment if they are not. Some of you 
are living with strangers whose treatment of you is according 
to the money you pay. Some of you have scarcely a home in 
this world.

There were tears in my wife's eyes 


as she held out the worn old silver 


spoon to be fastened on our tree 


E had a biggish tree last Christmas—about eight or nine feet tall. But the 

new house we had just moved into had a large bay window area where it fit 

perfectly. 

My friend and I had just finished tying it in place and we straightened up to 
survey the results of our labor. 

“Ready for the decorations?” my wife asked. 

I looked over to where she was holding the first ornament, and noted the sug- 
gestion of a tear in her eyes. I hadn’t thought too much about how special our 
Christmas that year really was, but seeing the old silver serving spoon there in 
her hands rather got me too. 

“Yes, we’re ready,” I answered. In a moment the spoon was hanging from our 
tree. 

That was the beginning of the first real Christmas I had ever had—because it 
was my first Christmas with Christ in my heart. 

“What’s the spoon for?” our friends would invariably ask as they saw our tree 
And here is what I told them. 


+ THERE are two Christmases in the past which stand out especially. The first I 
remember because it was then I first learned there was a Christmas. We were 
observing the Jewish holiday Chanukah or “Festival of Light.’ Part of the cere- 
mony is to light eight candles and put them in your window. 

On this particular evening in December I was walking toward home, feeling as 
only a city kid can feel when darkness is coming on, and it’s cold, and you 
see the Chanukah lights and know that they will be in your window, too. But on 
the way I passed the Marozaks’ house and I noticed their lights were different. 
They were colored and they weren’t on the familiar menorah at all. They were 
on a tree. 

At the earliest opportunity I asked my grandfather about this. To tell the truth, 
I don’t remember his answer, but I know that this was the first time I realized there 
were people other than we Jews. I remember going on and on to him about the 
pretty tree, however, and I remember his picking me up on his knee and rubbing 
his wire-like stubble against my cheek. 

“You really want one of those things, don’t you, Rusty?” he commented. 

I must have answered something like, “Sure do; Grampa!” because, would you 
believe it, the next morning, right in*the middle of our living room was the prettiest 
Christmas tree in the whole wide world. You may laugh when I tell you, but the 
“tree” was nothing but an evergreen branch I imagine he picked up in the alley. 
The decorations? A silver serving spoon suspended on a broad pink ribbon! 
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He knew their carols, but he 
could not sing them. Over and over 


his mind kept asking, “Are they really right?” 


Need I say the tree didn’t last very 
long? No, out it went as soon as my 
Gram saw it. 


+ BEFORE going on to the next Christmas 
I remember, let me tell you more about 
us. I was reared in northwest Chicago in 
what was and is probably the most heav- 
ily populated Jewish area in the entire 
city. My father, Louis Epstein, for that 
is my family name, died when I was a 
year old. Because my dad didn’t leave 
much if any money, my mother had to 
go out immediately to earn a living for 
her two boys. 

Accordingly, we moved in with my 
grandparents who owned a two-flat on 
Drake Avenue. Above us lived the Gold- 
bergs. On our left were the Tesslers. On 
our right, the Marozaks, the only goyim 
(Gentiles) on the entire block. 

Even though I was left without a 
father and didn’t see much of my work- 
ing mother, I can’t really say that I had 
a bad childhood. Quite the opposite. 
When I did get to see my Mom, she just 
smothered me with affection. 

I remember one picture so vividly. It 
must have been some Jewish holiday 
since my Mom was at home. She had 
stood me up on the top of the toilet seat 
so she could comb out that miserable 
“Buster Brown” haircut I wore. After she 
finished, she hugged me and kissed me; 
and just like any other kid I took my 
hand and rubbed against the spot so I 
could wipe away the wet. 

There aren’t many other outstanding 
things from that period that I recall 
about my Mom, because I spent most of 
my time with my grandparents. 

I didn’t like my Gram very much, 
probably because she had to be the dis- 
ciplinarian with me and also because she 
was pretty tough with my Gramp. I 
idolized him and in turn he worshiped 
me. That’s how it was the morning I 
woke up to find—very briefly—a Christ- 
mas “tree” in our living room. 

From Christmas then, to Christmas, 
1954, is quite a jump, but that’s the leap 
I want to take. Between those times 
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much happened. Briefly, I went to school, 
entered the army, learned radio acting, 
made some money, and married a lovely 
girl whose maiden name was Marjorie 
Conley. 

Not a very Hebrew sounding name, is 
it? That’s what my mother said. But be- 
fore Mom passed away in 1953 she and 
my Maggie were the very closest friends. 


+ PROBABLY more than anything else, my 
mother’s death led toward my conver- 
sion. It wasn’t that while she was alive 
I was afraid to find out about this Man 
Jesus; it was just that somehow her 
passing intensified the growing feeling 
of unrest within me. 

This feeling continued until that ter- 
rible Christmas of 1954. I don’t mean 
that something dramatic happened then, 
but still the occurrences were very 
strange and baffling. For instance, the 
time I went to a church sing with my 
wife, and though I knew the carols as 
well as any Gentile in the crowd, the 
words about Jesus would just not come. 
Somehow I would choke up until I 
couldn’t utter a sound. And sometimes 
my eyes would fill and I’d get very angry 
with myself because I’d be wondering, 
“Are they right?” 

And I blush to tell this, but I was an- 
swered that night by some of the men 
who were sitting right beside me at that 
sing. Later, after that portion of the 
program, we went outside. Get the pic- 
ture if you will: the little Jew, puzzled 
and wondering, standing alongside pro- 
fessing Christian men, wanting to ask 
some questions, needing some answers. 

And hearing? I heard these men, re- 
spectable, and in my eyes Christian, pro- 
fane the same Name to which they had 
just sung hosannas! I tell you, it made 
a deep impression. Remember, I was just 
asking myself, “Are they right?” After 
hearing them, the obvious answer was 
“How can they be? Forget it!” 

I couldn’t, though. Walking downtown 
the next day I found that the more I 
thought about it, the more the tears kept 
welling up. 


“It must be the cold,” I thought, “and 
the wind.” I went down to the Tribune’s 
Good Fellow Bureau, as I had been doing 
for a few years, and got the name of 
an orphan that I could buy a gift. I 
rushed into a department store, and in- 
stead of getting him one gift, I got him 
three. This made me feel a little better 
until I saw two Salvation Army men 
blasting out songs on their brassy horns. 
I saw the expressions of complete joy 
and peace on their ruddy faces. And the 
question came up again. “Are they 
right?” I wondered. 

Yes, it was a terrible Christmas, be- 
cause the question wasn’t answered. But 
it cid make me realize that here I was 
wondering about Christianity, and I 
didn’t know a thing about the religion of 
my parents. 


+ So, my quest started. I went to a tem- 
ple on Lake Shore Drive and heard the 
rabbi give a very fine book review—and I 
walked out intellectually refreshed. I 
went back a few times and came away 
the same—intellectually refreshed. It 
wasn’t enough. I made a date to have a 
personal interview with one of the most 
respected rabbis in the Midwest. We sat 
in his study and talked for half an hour, 
completely uninterrupted. And I came 
away intellectually refreshed—but that 
was all. 

And so I kept wandering from temple 
to synagogue, hoping to find somewhere 
that I could be spiritually rejuvenated 
rather than merely mentally exercised. 
This is where my wife entered the pic- 
ture. 

Marjorie is a member of one of Chi- 
cago’s large churches—in fact, her church 
is so large that it appoints representa- 
tives to look in on the various settlement 
houses throughout the city. And my wife, 
I suddenly found, had been appointed 
representative to Peniel Community Cen- 
ter. 

“Peniel?” I asked. “What’s that?” 

“That’s where the Hebrew-Christian 
Church meets,” I was told. And before I 
recovered from this, she added that 
Peniel was in Albany Park, the place 
where I had grown up and the center of 
Jewry in Chicago! Later when my wife 
suggested we go to church at Peniel, I 
agreed. 


+ Ir’s hard to describe what went 
through my mind when we stepped into 
that little chapel. Somehow I had the 
feeling that I had come home. Every- 
thing about the place was comfortable 
to me. The chairs were ordinary hard 
card table chairs, but they were com- 
fortable. There was quiet tnere. Not a 
forced quiet, not a tense one of waiting 
for the service to begin, but a com- 
fortable, easy quiet — the kind I had 
never known. 

Since then I have learned that it was

LIJAH was God’s man. He had proved it in the tremendous 
drama of Carmel when he had called down fire from 
heaven to burn up not only the sacrifice but the altar. He 
had demonstrated it again when he had opened the win- 

dows of heaven and ended a three year drought. As God’s man 
he had liquidated the prophets of Baal in their hundreds and 
shaken the foundations of idolatry in Israel. 

He was God’s man of the hour, but he was only a man! Very 
soon he was running like a scared rabbit from the face of an 
angry, devil-possessed woman. 

It was a long way from the top of Carmel to the shadow of 
a juniver tree in a lonely desert! His morale was at a low ebb, 
his courage was gone, and his nerves all shot to pieces, as he 
lamented that the was the only good man left alive. He was 
God’s man, but he was literally overwhelmed by the accumu- 
lated crises of his day. 

Then, God sent his ministering angel with a message of 
understanding sympathy: “The journey is too great for thee” 
(I Kings 19:7). We can be very sure God always has that kind 
of message for those who are up against it. “All this has all 
been too much for you,” God was saying. “You need strength 
far greater than you naturally have. You need courage that is 
greater than you have ever known. Listen to Me, and you will 
know what it means to have all-sufficiency in all things.” 

Elijah did as he was told. He listened, and out of all the 
tumults of his heart, as well as of the elements, he heard “a 
still small voice.” He found himself face to face with God and 
the preciousness of His all-sufficiency in His need-supplying 
fullness. Out of the solitude of the desert, and the silence of 
eternity God spoke. 

Only in such places and from such sources can we ever get 
His message for our hours of testing. Elijah was a much dis- 
turbed man. He needed the quietness of God. But his soul had 
been tuned to the howl of the hurricane as it swept the land, 
to the thundering crash of the earthquake as it shook the 
mountains, to the roar of the flames as they seared the very

rocks. He could not recognize God in all His great 
need-meeting preciousness until the tumult of his own 
heart had ceased. Then the still small Voice reached 
him. 

We are all just such people, in just such a time, with 
just such needs. Elijah was “a man subject to like pas- 
sions as we are” (Jas. 5:17), made of the same lump 
of clay. Would that we could all find the secret of 
God’s quietness, with all its poise and peace, even as 
he did. 

As the journey was too great for God’s man then, so 
is it to-day. We are puzzled and afraid at the fearful 
portent of world events and the bewildering speed with 
which revolutionary history is being made. So many 
are desperately tired. Half the world—the thinking 

half—seems to be living on the verge of a nervous breakdown. 
Never was there greater need for individuals whose ears are 
tuned to that still small Voice that leads the soul into the 
quietness of God. 


+ Notice that only the quiet can truly know God. Rush and 
unrest are foreign to Him. The frenzied and disturbed are out 
of tune with the Infinite. 

God is quiet. The silence of eternity enwraps Him. When He 
speaks He seldom shouts; He whispers. As He marches through 
the ages He doesn’t use brass bands or advertising ballyhoo 
to announce His coming or going. 

In creation there was no fuss or friction. The universe was 
born as silently as a new day dawns. “For He spake, and it 
was done; he commanded. and it stood fast” (Ps. 33:9). 

God still works that way. We think of power in terms of nu- 
clear armament, of armies on the march, gigantic machines, 
mighty engines, and vast power plants with all the clatter and 
clamour that goes with them. But these are not the greatest 
forces in God’s universe. Frost, for instance, is never seen nor 
heard as it works. Yet it breaks rocks and splits mountains 
that defy dynamite. 

Redemption itself was wrought out in a strange, deep quiet- 
ness. The Son of God was led “as a lamb to the slaughter, and 
as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so he opened not His 
mouth” (Isa. 53.7). % 

His providences today are marked by the same quiet, re- 
sistless effort. He opens His hand, and satisfies the desire of 
every living thing. 

Have you ever thought of the miracle of an opening hand? 
The muscles move, and the fingers unflex without a sound 
So God’s hand opens as each day dawns, and season succeeds 
season with its’ seedtime and harvest. And with the opening 
all creation finds meat and drink. Nature’s laws work quietly. 

How different are the affairs of men! We are not content 
without noise and clamour.

What Does Our Christmas Music Say? 


have been treasured by believers, 
not only for the feeling expressed in 
their music but more especially for 
what they say. Always, however, as 
songs grow more and more familiar it is 
easy to sing them mechanically with 
little thought to their essential message. 
Songs which speak of the birth of 
Christ will greatly enrich our apprecia- 
tion of the true meaning of Christmas if 
they are given a prominent place both in 
the home and in the church. Such songs 
should be sung thoughtfully as well as 
joyously. Second and third stanzas, of 
course, should not be neglected. 


fs apostolic times, Christian songs 


Some of the best-loved Christmas 
hymns—popularly called carols along 
with the traditional songs for which, 
strictly speaking, the term should be re- 
served—are songs which for the most 
part recall the familiar but very precious 
details of the nativity. Such a song, for 
example, is “Silent Night! Holy Night!” 
Even here, however, the theme of re- 
demption is clearly evident if we do not 
miss such lines as “Christ, the Saviour, 
is born,” “With the dawn of redeeming 
grace” and “Jesus, Lord, at Thy birth.” 


On the other hand a number of the 
Christmas songs are notable for their 
many references pointing up who Christ 
is and the redemptive purpose of His 
coming. ‘“‘We Three Kings of Orient Are,” 
for example, speaks not only of His king- 
ship and His deity, but also of His death 
and resurrection. And “Hark! the Herald 
Angels Sing” in its beautifully worship- 
ful third stanza presents a statement of 
the divine purpose which is packed with 
doctrinal truth. 


Hail! the heaven-born Prince of Peace! 
Hail the Sun of Righteousness! 
Life and light to all He brings, 
Risen with healing in His wings. 
Mild He lays His glory by, 
Born that man no more may die, 
Born to raise the sons of earth, 
Born to give them second birth. 


The type of Christmas carol already 
mentioned which dwells for the most 
part on the circumstances of the first 
advent may be said to present the past 
tense of Christmas. Others unmistakably 
speak of the present effects of Christ’s 
coming. “Joy to the World” is one of the 
carols which is essentially a present- 
tense song. In it heaven and earth alike 
are called upon to rejoice now, because 
the Lord has come. The world in view 
throughout this carol is not yet a world 
freed from the presence of sin, but it is 
a world which because of Christ has been 
freed from sin’s power and which enjoys 
the blessings of His sovereignty even 
though the earth’s redemption is yet to 
be consummated. 

The closing stanzas of “O Little Town 
of Bethlehem” are likewise present-tense 
in scope, pressing home the need for in- 
dividual acceptance of Christ as Saviour. 
This thought is introduced in stanza 
three by the words, 

. in this world of sin, 
Where meek souls will receive Him still, 

The dear Christ enters in... 

This statement is followed in stanza four 
by the simple prayer, 
Cast out our sin and enter in; 

Be born in us today. 

The stanza then concludes with the 
words, 
O come to us, abide with us, 

Our Lord Emmanuel. 

Finally, there are carols which look 
ahead to the return of Christ and His 
millennial reign. This theme appears, 
for example, in “It Came Upon the Mid- 
night Clear” which presents past, present 
and future aspects of the angels’ annun- 
ciation to the shepherds, closing with the 
words: 

For lo! the days are hast’ning on, 

By prophet-bards foretold, 

When with the ever-circling years 

Comes round the age of gold! 

When peace shall over all the earth 

Its final splendors fling, 

And the whole world send back the song 

Which now the angels sing! 
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Our Favorite Carols 


A book, Psalms of David Imitated in 
the Language of the New Testament, 
was published in England in 1719. In it 
Issac Watts issued one hundred fifty 
poems designed to offer “Christianized” 
versions of the ancient Hebrew Psalms. 
Among them was a paraphrase of the 
last few verses of Psalm 98. The tit-e: 
“Joy to the World.” 

Though the words are now reserved 
almost exclusively for the Christmas 
season, such was not the author’s inten- 
tion. To Watts, a cail to join in praising 
the earth’s King and the supreme Gift of

God’s love could not be seasonal. 

Just as the words were inspired by 
David, the music was borrowed from or 
at least suggested by another famous 
person. The first four notes are the same 
in the opening phrase of the chorus, 
“Lift Up Your Heads,” in Handel’s Mes- 
siah, and in the tenor recitative, “Com- 
fort Ye My People,” which appears later 
in the oratorio. 

In some hymnals, the tune “Antioch” 
is ascribed in whole or part to Lowell 
Mason, who composed “Nearer My God 
to Thee,” “My Faith Looks Up to Thee” 


and many other hymns. It may be, as 
some suggest, that the melody is of 
American origin, since it has some ear- 
marks of a Methodist revival tune of the 
later eighteenth century. 

Regardless of where the music orig- 
inated, the hymn has become an insep- 
arable part of church’s Christmas music, 
even though it is difficult to sing. Often 
the verses are sung antiphonally, the 
congregation singing the first and second 
lines of each verse, the choir, the third 
and fourth lines, and both joining in the 
refrain. 


Silent Night, Holy Night 


“A perfect Christmas song has never 
been written,” agreed a priest and a mu- 
sician who once served the same church 
in the Alpine section of Austria. The 
name of the priest was Joseph Mohr 
(1792-1848) ; the musician, Franz Gruber 
(1787-1863) . 

A few days later Mohr was preparing 
a Christmas sermon when he suddenly 
felt inspired to write the poem from 
which has been translated, “Silent Night, 
Holy Night.” Gruber, on seeing the 
verses, exclaimed, “God be praised! You 


have found it—the right song!” He at 
once composed a musical setting, but 
because the church organ was broken, he 
gave the song a unique arrangement. 
The next day was Christmas, and the 
two men sang the carol in a duet version 
accompanied by a guitar. 

The carol might have been soon for- 
gotten had it not been sung for the one 
who came to repair the organ. He en- 
joyed it, obtained a copy of the music, 
and took it with him wherever he went. 
By 1831 folksingers were singing “Silent 


Night” at fairs and festivals throughout 
Europe. 

German language churches were first 
to sing the song in America. Soon Eng- 
lish versions were made. The first which 
appeared about 1849 was more of a para- 
phrase than a translation. 

It is not known just when and where 
the English translation in general use 
today was made, but this much is cer- 
tain: no carol is so widely sung or loved, 
or more nearly fulfills the standards of 
“a perfect Christmas song.” 


0 Littl Town of Bethlehem 


“But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, 
though thou be little among the thou- 
sands of Judah, yet out of thee shall he 
come forth” (Micah 5:2a). 

One of the oldest towns in Palestine, 
Bethlehem was already in existence at 
the time of Jacob. From it Ruth left on 
her journey to Moab, and there David 
grazed his father’s sheep. In this town 
which literally means “house of bread” 
Rehoboam furthered his rebellion and to 
it scores of Israelites returned from cap- 
tivity in Babylon. 

Modern Bethlehem lies east of a road 
from Jerusalem to Hebron, on the ridge 
of a long gray hill between two deep val- 


leys in territory belonging to the Arabs. 

During a tour of the Holy Land in 1866, 
Philip Brooks, rector of the Holy Trinity 
Church in Philadelphia, arrived at Beth- 
lehem on Christmas eve. As he walked 
along the narrow streets, hymns of 
praise echoed through the clear mid- 
night air. Church bells rang a joyous 


refrain and then the dawn crept slowly. 


over the olive trees to herald Christmas 
day. 

Two years later at the Christmas sea- 
son, Brooks sat in his study meditating 
on his visit to the town of the Saviour’s 
birth. He saw again the dark streets, the 
blue sky filled with stars, the quiet fields. 


Hark, the Herald Angels 


The Bible does not reveal at what mo- 
ment the angels first learned the mean- 
ing and majesty of Christ’s incarnation. 
But, as Charles Robinson wrote, “(If] 
they now met one historic instant of dis- 
closure, in which the veil of eternity 
dropped away from before its chief mys- 
tery, and so was revealed to their hith- 
erto baffled minds the secret of which 
they had for ages so hopelessly pondered 
—if this be true, then it would not be 
surprising if the moment of such vast 
discovery . .. should give birth to a 
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song transcending every strain they had 
ever previously chanted.” 

Charles Wesley tried to capture some- 
thing of that heavenly song when in 
1739 he wrote the words to “Hark, the 
Herald Angels Sing,” which is perhaps, 
after “Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” the most 
beloved of his sixty-five hundred hymns. 

More than a century passed before the 
hymn was set to a melody by Felix Men- 
delssohn, created to commemorate the 
art of printing. The music was originally 
sung to a text the great German master 


Spurred by these memories he wrote, es- 
pecially for the children of his Sunday 
school, the verses to “O Little Town of 
Bethlehem.” 

Lewis Redner, the church organist, was 
asked to compose suitable music, but a 
week later on Christmas eve he was still 
without inspiration. After a few hours 
of restless sleep, he awoke, seeming to 
feel rather than hear a melody. Quickly 
he jotted it down. The next morning he 
wrote out the complete harmonization. 

The song quickly took hold in Phila- 
delphia. Not for twenty-five years, how 
ever, did it begin to achieve the national 
and world-wide use it enjoys today. 


Sing 
declaredewas in his opinion unsuitable. 


“I think there ought to be other 
words,” he said. “If the right ones are 
hit at, I am sure that piece will be liked 
very much by the singers and the 
hearers.” 


Although Mendelssohn had said, “the 
music will never do to sacred words,” 
William H. Cummings in 1856 placed his 
music to Wesley’s words to give the 
church one of its greatest songs of 
Christmas.

Christians in Israel will be gathered 

tozether in places of worship. Their 

children will sing lovely Christmas 
hymns in the Hebrew tongue. Many un- 
believing Jews, drawn by unsatisfied 
yearnings, will also join in the singing of 
Christmas carols, and hear again the 
immortal and strangely moving story of 
Jesus’ birth in Bethlehem of Judah 

Then, if the pattern of past years is 
repeated, believers will walk from the 
Mandelbaum Gate in Jerusalem to the 
Church of the Nativity in Bethlehem 
where Jesus was born. But among them 
there will not be one Jewish Christian. 
The Arabs do not permit them to partici- 
pate in this annual pilgrimage. In this as 
in sO many ways the position of Jewish 
believers in the Holy Land is unique. 

For the Jewish Christian in Israel 
partakes of two destinies—that of a 
patriotic citizen of Israel and that of a 
loyal disciple of his Savior. 

Imagine the problems which beset, on 
the one hand, a citizen of a beleaguered 
and hard pressed people, and on the 
other, his standing as a believer in Christ 
whose faith is an offense to the majority 
of his fellow citizens. Then you begin to 
realize how difficult his position is. The 
Jewish believer in Israel has both a 
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Israel and 


burden and a cross to bear. The burden 
of hardship and danger he shares with 
all his fellow citizens, but the cross is 
uniquely his own because he is a disciple 
of Christ. 

In telling his story, we shall seek to be 
as objective as we can. If there be any 
bias, let it be the bias of our love for 
the people and land of Israel and for our 
brethren in Christ. 


+ WHEN over eight years ago, on the 
15th of May, 1948, the State of Israel be- 
came a reality, the new government pub- 
lished a Declaration of Independence, 
wherein certain promises were made; 
namely, that the State of Israel would be 
open to Jewish immigration from every 
quarter; that it would be founded on the 
concepts of “complete freedom, justice, 
and security for all”; that it would “es- 
tablish equality of rights, social and polit- 
ical, for all her citizens, irrespective of 
religion, race, or sex”; that it would 
“assure freedom of religion, conscience, 
speech, education, and culture”; and that 
it would be “faithful to the principles of 
the charter of the United Nations.” 

Confronted with the hard realities of 
life, subjected to great pressures from 
without and within, how does freedom in 
Israel fare? 


First: the government of Israel is 
largely composed of men who subscribe 
to the basic principles of democracy. 
Prime Minister Ben Gurion and many of 
Israel’s leaders are sincere in their efforts 
to make the spirit of Israel’s Declaration 
of Independence a reality. The govern- 
ment of Israel as a whole is democratic 
in spirit. ‘ 

It must be remembered, however, that 
this government is a coalition of diver- 
gent elements. This includes the extreme 
orthodox who though small in numbers 
are intensely vociferous. 

Furthermore, at the present time, be- 
cause of Israel’s present perilous position, 
her government is forced to relegate 
most of her internal problems to a sec- 
ondary position. 

Second: the courts of Israel are just. 
The laws of the land—which, unfortu- 
nately, in matters of marriage, divorce, 
inheritance and civil status come under 
rabbinical jurisdiction—are administered 
fairly to all. 

Third: the police are efficient and, 
generally speaking, impartial. 

These favorable factors must be kept 
in mind when we speak about the spirit- 
ual and moral climate in Israel today. 

Yet’ liberty is something which cannot 
be decreed by law or be enforced merely 
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Jews come to listen, but Elijah's cave no longer echoes the still, small voice of the Lord.

by court order or the police. Freedom 
must first find a sanctuary in the hearts 
of men. It must feed on justice and be 
nourished by respect for the rights and 
the dignity of others. Fanaticism and 
spiritual freedom seldom grow together. 

The average citizen of Israel does not 
very often come in touch with high gov- 
ernment Officials, nor does he run to 
court with every grievance he may have. 
Neither does he call the police for pro- 
tection if he is wronged. 

The Hebrew Christian in Israel has to 
live as a member of the community, with 
his employer, his fellow workers, his 
neighbors, with the petty office holder, or 
the man in the street. And it is here on 
this social and economic level where he 
runs into trouble most of the time. His 
economic position is often insecure. His 
life among unfriendly neighbors becomes 
at times almost unbearable. 

For Israel is a land not only under 
hostile pressure from without but is also 
in the grip of an internal struggle be- 
tween the forces of freedom and those of 
religious fanaticism. 


+ ONE Friday night I was visiting with 
Christian friends in Jerusalem. Early 
Saturday morning I was aroused by the 
shouts of a mob. The riotous noise came 
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from some distance, yet it was clear, 
incessant and angry: “Shabbos! Shab- 
bos! Shabbos!” (Sabbath! Sabbath! Sab- 
bath!) 

It was the cry of several hundred ex- 
tremely orthodox Jews who lived in the 
part of Jerusalem known as Meah 
Shearim, the district of “The Hundred 
Gates.” These are the modern zealots of 
Israel, who were outraged at the desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath by a passing auto- 
mobile. Cars and even hospital ambu- 
lances passing this neighborhood on the 
sabbath day have been overturned and 
the drivers stoned. When the police came 
to restore order they also were attacked. 

These orthodox Jews are vehemently 
opposed to the State of Israel, its leader- 
ship, its laws and its government. To 
them the State of Israel is apostate. 
Some even go so far as to fast on Israel’s 
Independence Day as a sign of mourning. 
They consider the use of Hebrew, except 
for prayer, as an abuse of the holy 
tongue. 

Their expectation of the Messiah who 
will restore Israel, subdue the nations, 
and enforce the Law of Moses as interp- 
reted by the rabbis, is fervent and real. 
In order to enforce the rabbinical Sab- 
bath laws, however, they themselves 
often break the Sabbath by causing riots 


and disturbances. These militant fanat- 
ics present a permanent headache to the 
government of Israel. 

When Dr. Nelson Glueck, outstanding 
Reform rabbi of Cincinnati, anl famous 
archaeologist, applied to Israel author- 
ities for permission to establish a Reform 
synagogue or chapel in Jerusalem, the 
reaction of the zealots was vehement. 


’ “We shall not tolerate the desecration of 


the Holy Land,” they said. “We will de- 
clare a Holy War against these apos- 
tates.” 

If Reform Jews fare like this at the 
hands of these zealots, what measure of 
sympathy can one expect for Jewish 
Christians? 


+ ANOTHER important factor colors the 
emotions and thinking of the Jews 
everywheye, but especially in Israel—the 
still green memories of horrors which 
they suffered under Hitler in so-called 
“Christian Eurcpe.” 

To understand this, one must visit 
Mount Zion, precious to every lover of 
God’s Word, Jew and Christian alike. 

Situated on Mount Zion is the coenacu- 
lum, “The Upper Chamber,” where ac- 
cording to tradition our Lord at His last 
Passover Meal instituted the Lord’s

WHOLE Christmas Story 


By Craig Massey 


—these are some of the things that 
crowd out the truth. Familiarity of even 
the smaller children with the history of 
Christ’s birth is a hindrance the story- 
teller must consider. To repeat it without 
freshness is to fail. How then can we 
bring freshness and originality to some- 
thing so often repeated? 

Here are a few hints for those of you 
who will have the glorious opportunity 
to present Christ in this season. Whether 
you are a parent, a teacher, a youth 
leader or a pastor, keep these points in 
mind as you prepare to tell the Christ- 
mas story. 

First of all, understand as a unit in 
your own life the importance of Christ’s 
birth, death and resurrection. Remem- 
ber, to present Christ in a manger and 
to leave Him there is a small part of the 
whole truth. As the apostle Paul said, 
“Though we have known Christ after the 
flesh, yet now henceforth know we him 
[so] no more” (II Cor. 5:16). The truth 
of this verse is almost forgotten. 

Almost everyone loves the story of a 
helpless baby in a manger, scorned by 
the world; forsaken, pathetic, sad. The 
world, however, detests the purpose for 
which Christ came: his death. 

Yet, the death of Christ is the very 
keynote of His birth, and no Christian 
dare separate these two points. The birth 
of Christ can never be complete without 
a description of His death, for He was 


born to die. How then can we bring the 
entire record before the people in a way 
which will bring them this spiritual 
truth? 

There is but one answer. Yourself. You 
must be Spirit-filled personally. Indeed, 
this is a command. “Be ye filled with the 
Spirit,” applies to the storyteller as well 
as to anyone else. 

To be Spirit-filled, one must be empty 
of self. A man should “. . . purge him- 
self,” II Timothy 2:21 tells us. This purg- 
ing will allow the Spirit to so fill you 
with the historical and spiritual record 
of the birth. death and resurrection of 
Christ that you will give out with a 
freshness which will bring the way of life 
to your hearers. 

Then you must pray. This is so often 
repeated that we almost think of it as 
trite. But trite it can never be, if we un- 
derstand the importance of prayer. 

Pray for a quietness while studying the 
Bible record in preparation for the tell- 
ing. Pray for yourself, and ask other 
Christians to pray that you may have an 
open door of utterance, as Paul begged 
the people to do in Colossians 4:3. Pray 
for each listener to your story, pray for 
them by name when possible. Pray that 
your ministry will be Spirit-filled, simple, 
and that it might have eternal value. 

So much for the preparation. Now just 
a word for the presentation.

Contemporary Use of the 
Word Apocalypse 


Dr. Smith > 


YERTAINLY the leading woman character of Scripture is Mary, 
the mother of our Lord. Next to her Son, she is the dom- 
inating figure in the nativity narratives; she is one of the 

three persons to whom Christ spoke directly from the cross; 

and she is the only woman named in the gathering of the 
early church in the upper room immediately preceding Pente- 
cost. 

The Roman Catholic Church has grossly, and at times 
blasphemously, exalted the Virgin Mary to a place of worship, 
ascribed to her divine names (something the Scriptures never 
do), and has developed an enormous literature around her, 
much of which is fantastic and historically ungrounded. The 
Protestant Church has for the most part, and to its own im- 
poverishment, neglected the beautiful passages in the New 
Testament in which Mary appears. 

As far as I have been able to discover, no extensive bibliog- 
raphy of the Virgin Mary has been constructed by any Prot- 
estant in Great Britain or in this country, so the list which 
follows may stand unique in this type of literature. How many 
volumes have been written by Roman Catholics on the mother 
of Jesus, I do not know. In the United States Catalog for 1938- 
1942, fifty-six titles by Roman Catholics are listed, whereas 
there is but one title on the Virgin Mary by a Protestant. 

My estimate would be that in the last one hundred years 
there have been at least four hundred volumes written on the 
Virgin Mary in the English language. In the following list I

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have tried to include all of the major and some of the lesser 
works by Protestants, and have added those volumes by 
Roman Catholics which attempt a scholarly, historical sur- 
vey of the whole subject of the Virgin Mary, together with 
anthologies and books dealing with the controversies that 
have gathered around her position in the Christian church 

Works of mere adulation, meditation, and development of 
myths and traditions I have not felt called upon to include 
In two sections of the bibliography, I have purposely re- 
frained from attempting anything exhaustive, e.g., in period- 
ical articles and sermons. There are scores, perhaps hundreds, 
of sermons which need not be listed here; and, of course, there 
are many pamphlets and brochures on the Virgin Mary which 
will probably never be recovered. I have included a few of 
these which happen to be in my possession. 

The distinguished New Testament authority, the late Pro- 
fessor A. T. Robertson, has well said (in his volume, The 
Mother of Jesus): “I have felt for many years that Mary the 


Mother of Jesus has not had fair treatment from either 
Protestants or Catholics. If Roman Catholics have deified 
Mary. Protestants, as a rule, have neglected her. This is 


largely due to a reaction against the adoration by the Cath- 
olics. Protestants have often been afraid to praise and esteem 
Mary for her full worth lest they be accused of leanings in 
sympathy with the Catholics. Hence, it has come to pass that 
the noblest of mothers is still the most misunderstood of 
mothers and of women. Cold neglect on the one hand is hers, 
while adoring worship greets her memory in countless statues 
on the other hand. The God wnom multitudes worship today 
is Mary. Protestants fight Mariolatry in order to stand up for 
the worship of Mary’s Son, our Saviour.” 


James Endell Tyler. (1789-1851): The Worship of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary in the Church of Rome Contrary to Holy Scrip- 
ture and to the Faith and Practice of the Church of Christ 
During the First Five Centuries. London, 1844. Tyler was a 
widely-respected scholar and preacher of Oriel College, Ox- 
ford. This is the first volume on the Virgin Mary, as far as 
I know, to appear in any United States catalogue 

Mathieu M. Orsini (1802-1817) : The Life of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, Mother of God. Roman Catholic. Translated from the 
French, Amer. ed., rev., New York, 1851, pp. 428. An enlarged 
edition, with steel engravings, was published in 1861, pp. 764 
The early American catalogue says that by 1876 the twenty- 
fifth edition had been called for, and five different American 
publishers were bringing out editions of the book. I am in- 
cluding it here because of its wide vogue among Catholics. 

Mason Gallagher: The Regard Due the Virgin Mary, with an 
Examination of the New Roman Dogma. New York, 1855. 
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pp. 162. The author, rector of the 
Church of the Evangelists of Oswego, 
N.Y., says (in the _ introduction): 
“When I beheld multitudes of my fel- 
low citizens going up in crowds to at- 
tend their churches, with their minds 
full of devotion to the Virgin Mary, 
my spirit was stirred within me, and I 
determined, as became a public teacher 
of the religion of Christ, to draw your 
minds to the only proper revealed ob- 
ject of worship—God the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost.” This is an excellent 
scholarly study of the entire subject 
from a Protestant viewpoint. 

Henry Harbaugh (1817-1867): The True 

| Glory of Woman as Portrayed in the 

| Beautiful Life of the Virgin Mary. 
| Philadelphia, 1858, pp. 263. Harbaugh 
wrote a number of books on heaven 
which had wide circulation a century 
ago. The chapter headings of this work 
are interesting: Mary, the Ideal Vir- 
gin; Mary, the Model Betrothed; Mary, 
the Model Wife; Mary, the Model 
Mother; Mary, the Model Disciple; 
Mary, the Model Saint. The work de- 
fends the perpetual virginity of Mary. 

Mary, the Handmaiden of the Lord, by 
the author of The Chronicles of the 
Schonberg-Cotta Family. New York, 
1865, pp. 152. 

Xavier Donald Macleod (1821-1865): 
History of the Devotion to the Virgin 
Mary in North America. New York, 
1866, pp. xxiii, 467, Roman Catholic. 
This was originally written as an ap- 
pendix to the Life of the Blessed Vir- 
gin by Orsini (see above). It is men- 
tioned here because its pages reveal 
how widespread was the devotion to 
Mary in this country nearly a century 
ago.

The author of this, the most important 
work on the Virgin Mary by a Roman 
Catholic of this continent in the nine- 
teenth century, was a member of the 
Bar of New Brunswick and Quebec, 
and a graduate of Harvard Univer- 








sity. 


Stephen M. Merrill (1825-1905) : Mary of 
Nazareth and Her Family, a Scripture 
Study. New York, 1895. pp. 192. Dr. 
Merrill was a bishop of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

A. T. Robertson: The Mother of Jesus. 
New York, 1925, pp. 71. Here is a de- 
lightful small volume by one of the 
outstanding authorities on the Greek 
New Testament of our century. I have 
quoted from this work at the begin- 
ning of this bibliography.

Mary the Mother of Our Lord, by the 
Maréchale (Catherine Booth-Clib- 
born). The tenth edition of this beau- 
tiful booklet, published by Marshall, 
Morgan and Scott of London, is dated 
1949, and carries a foreword by Bishop 
H. C. G. Moule.

New York, 1950, pp. xii, 411. 

Paul F. Palmer (ed.): Mary in the Doc- 
uments of the Church. London: Burns 
and Oates, 1953, pp. xxii, 129. Though 
a Roman Catholic work, it is an im- 
portant one for this study. It is signifi- 
cant that the author can present only 
one page on Mary in the early church 
creeds, but is compelled to give six 
pages to the subject of heresies in- 
volving Mary in the same period. The 
remainder of the volume is devoted to 
the documents of Mariolatry in the 
post-Apostolic ages. A supplement, 
“Titles of Mary,” lists 174 different 
titles given to the Virgin Mary, with 
references to discussions in this book. 

Two pamphlets, not dated, are “Mary, 
the Mother of Jesus,” by Arthur W. 
Pink, published at the Bible Truth 
Depot, Swengel, Pa., and a sermon by 
Dr. Harold J. Ockenga preached at 
Park Street Church, Boston: “The 
Pondering Heart of Mary, the Virgin 
Mother of Jesus.” 

Giovanni Miegge: The Virgin Mary: The 
Roman Catholic Marian Doctrine. 
Philadelphia: Westminster Press, 1956, 
pp. 196. The author of this new publi- 
cation is professor of Church History 
at the Waldensian Faculty of Theology 
in Rome. This is the most theological 
work on Mariolatry written by a Prot- 
estant in our century. Professor Miegge 
says: “Catholicism in our time feels 
itself to be living in an age that in de- 
votion to Mary is second to no other, 
probably not even those great cen- 
turies of Mariology, the twelfth and 
thirteenth. The twentieth century pre- 
sents, moreover, a doctrinal superior- 
ity over that golden age of veneration 
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of Mary. On the one hand, Marian 
theology through a century of work on 
it has reached a definiteness and an 
awareness of itself that the great Mar- 
ian theologians of the Middle Ages, St. 
Anselm, St. Bonaventura and St. Ber- 
nard, did not attain. On the other 
hand, the desire to make the laity 
Mary-conscious has never been served 
by means so potent or a desire so 
strong.” Among other chapters are 
“Mary in the Gospel,” “The Compas- 
sionate Mother,” etc. In highly com- 
mending the volume, The Converted 
Catholic Magazine says, “The whole 
work reveals the hallmark of a finished 
scholar, whose theological thinking has 
been refined by the challenge of teach- 
ing in the very heart of the Roman 
Catholic stronghold.”

have always felt that Elizabeth Bar- 
| rett Browning’s exquisite poem, “The 

Virgin Mary to the Child Jesus,” is 
the most beautiful poetic tribute to that 
epochal event written in our language, as 
Milton’s “On the Morning of Christ’s 
Nativity” is the most majestic. 

As all of her writings testify, Mrs. 
Browning was a true believer. Of the 
twelve stanzas of this poem, I quote here 
only the first, the eighth, the eleventh, 
and the twelfth. 


Sleep, sleep, mine Holy One! 
My fiesh, my Lord!—what name? I 
do not know 
A name that seemeth not too high 
or low, 
Too far from me or heaven: 
My Jesus, that is best! that word 
being given

C ontemporary l se 
of the IN ord Apocalypse 


s all students of the Bible know, the 
| ancient and most accurate title for 

the last book of the New Testament, 
commonly called the Book of the Revela- 
tion. is The Apocalypse. That is the 
Greek word John used; it is the title 
which the book held for many centuries 


| in the early church, and the one by 


which it is often so designated, even in 
our ordinary books of New Testament 
Introduction. 

Revelation comes from a Latin word 
meaning “that which is revealed,” which 


| is exactly the meaning of the word 


apocalypse. 

For many centuries of English litera- 
ture, this word “apocalyptic” has been 
limited in usage to that which pertains 
to the Book of the Revelation by St. 
John, or the nature of a revelation or 
disclosure, or persons dealing with the 
Apocalypse, to prophetic revelations gen- 
erally, or to the writing of the Apoca- 
lypse (these are the four major defini- 
tions given in the Ozford English Dic- 
tionary). 


The unabridged Webster’s New Inter- 
national Dictionary, in the early part of 
our century, added nothing to any of 
these definitions, but Funk and Wag- 
nall’s New “Standard” Dictionary of the 
English Language makes one attempt to 


give a somewhat larger scope to the 
word: “given to interpreting prophecy, 
presenting a revelation or discovery.” 
None of these definitions, however, is 
sufficient to warrant the now frequent 
appearance of these two terms “apoca- 
lyptic” and “apocalypse.” 

The well-known newspaper columnist 
Dorothy Thompson, in a recent syndi- 
cated article, “Mankind in an Entirely 
New Epoch,” employs the word in the 
following sentence: “The great powers 
have the apocalypse by the tail. Neither 
dares let go lest the enemy take over 
by default. Thus the atomic race is on.” 

In another syndicated article, “It Is 
No Science Fiction Story,” the same 
writer (commenting upon the recent an- 
nouncement by Admiral Lewis Strauss, 
head of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
that in the partially-rehearsed bombing 
attack upon New York City it was esti- 
mated that if actual bombs had been 
dropped, 4,370,000 people would have 
been killed) refers to “the apocalyptic 
nature of an atomic war and its after- 
math, for which all the great powers are 
preparing.” 

In the Bulletin of the Atomic Scien- 
tists for September, 1956, Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, Director of the Institute 
for Advanced Studies at Princeton, and 
one of the leading figures in the develop- 
ment of the atomic bomb, writes on 
“Science and Our Times,” and makes 
the following significant use of this 
word: 

“It is not new that knowledge brings 
power, and that among the powers may 
be the power to do evil. In modern science 
there is much such knowledge. It cannot 
be lost; it leads to powers the exercise 
of which spell disaster. The most famil- 
iar, though not the deepest example is 
the discovery of nuclear weapons, and 
the associated machinery of war. These 
have brought to a large part of mankind 
an appalling prospect of devastation and 
death, an apocalyptic vision of what 
would be a terrible reality. The 
threat of the apocalypse will be with us 
for a long time; the apocalypse may 
come.” 

No English dictionary now available 
adequately defines apocalyptic in the 
light of such statements as these. Today 
the term apocalyptic means world-con- 
vulsing, catastrophic, referring to events 
or movements partaking of fearful vio- 
lence and involving the whole human 
race, beyond, as it were, human calcula- 
tion, the end of an era, and so on. 

Why do these people call our day 
apocalyptic? Because what is now un- 
folding before us, and the fearful things 
which now seem to be possible, lead us 
straight back to this book, The Apoca- 
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lypse, where the sun is darkened and 
stars fall from heaven, where fire and 
hail come down from above to destroy 
men, where the world is found gripped 
with fear for those things which are 
coming upon the earth—a book which 
predicts universal catastrophe and con- 
vulsion. 

What a tribute it is to our Bible, to 
its prophetic accuracy, to its divine in- 
sights, that modern man—modern un- 
believing man, if you will—must reach 
back into this ancient book, written over 
eighteen hundred years ago, for a word 


to characterize this fearful mid-twentieth | 


century. 

Is it not significant that they do not 
find the word in Plato or Aristotle, or 
even in the Roman writers Cicero and 
Virgil, in the great compositions of the 
Middle Ages, in Dante, or in our more 
modern authors, Goethe, Carlyle, or 
Nietzsche, indeed, not even in H. G. 
Wells? 

It is St. John, on the lonely island of 
Patmos, who offers to the twentieth 
century the word which most accurately 
portrays this age in which we live.

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Israel and Her Hebrew Christians (Continued from page 23) 


| Supper. Underneath the Upper Chamber 
is The Tomb of King David, a shrine 
| where many Jews come to pray and to 
| meditate. 
| In adjourning underground chambers 
recently a Martyrs’ Museum has been 
established by the Israel government. 
There one may see the desecrated, hand- 
written and irreplaceable parchment 
| scrolls of the Bible, which the Nazis ob- 
tained by ransacking and demolishing 
thousands of synagogues and used for 
slippers, lampshades and other profane 
and unspeakable purposes. 

Here also are the blood-stained prayer 
shawls and phylacteries of countless 

| murdered Jews. Here are the ashes and 
pulverized bones of unknown Jewish 
martyrs, murdered in the concentration 
camps of Europe. There, horror of all 
horrors, one may see several hundred 
pieces of soap with the lettering, “R.I.F.,” 
initials which signify Reines Juedisches 
Fett (soap made of pure Jewish fat). On 
the walls of this museum one can read 
the inscription: “Remember what Ama- 
lek has done unto thee.” I left this place 
almost physically sick. 

These intangible realities consciously 
or subconsciously affect the minds of 
many. A Christian witness in this land 
will do well to remember them. Only the 
love of Christ can disperse that which 
still beclouds many hearts and minds. 


+ THERE Is another element which 
strongly affects the atmosphere in Israel 
—the knowledge that they are sur- 
rounded by age-old enemies. Truly in 
Israel “the price of freedom is eternal 
vigilance.” 

Air raid shelters hastily erected in the 
cities and farming communities, coils of 
barbed wire around border settlements, 
ever alert military and civilian guards, 
frontier farmers who cultivate their land 
with their rifles always handy—these all 
inevitably bring to mind the words of 
Nehemiah 4:18: “Every one had his 
sword girded by his side, and so builded.” 

Under these circumstances, Israeli 
tend to look with suspicion upon any- 
thing that is not geared to the defense 
of their country, anything which in their 
opinion endangers national unity or does 
not add to their extreme effort for sur- 
vival. 


+ CHRISTIANITY is looked upon as a 
foreign importation from the West. Many 
Israeli fear that the Christian faith 
might disturb their national cohesion. 
This attitude is shared not only by the 
orthodox but even by many of the un- 


religious Jews. 


Some people in Israel feel also that 
they have been let down or even betrayed 
by “Christian” politicians or statesmen, 
that anxiety about oil or strategic bases 


has taken precedence over justice for 
Israel. 

In the Jewish mind most efforts to 
convert him somehow spell religious 
persecution and compulsion. Those ac- 
quainted with Jewish history and what 
they had to endure from Catholic pro- 
selytizing efforts in the past can easily 
understand this state of mind. As a 
result, many Israelis are prejudiced 
against Christian missionary activity. 

The majority of Christian workers in 
Israel are consecrated men and women. 
There are also some who seem to lack 
spiritual stature or wisdom. Others do 
not have thorough training and prepara- 
tion for their work—and this in a land 
where scholastic attainment is profound- 
ly admired. Out of the considerable 
number of missionaries laboring among 
the Jews in Israel perhaps only a half 
dozen know Hebrew really well, can dis- 
course freely with an educated Israeli, 
or deliver acceptably a message in 
Hebrew. 

Fortunately, some Christian workers 
are wise enough to enlist in an Ulpan 
(Hebrew course), and are willing to 
spend a year and more in an effort to 
master the modern Hebrew language. 
This, we believe, they owe to the Lord as 
well as to the people to whom they 
witness, if they are to win their respect. 


+ ONE of the most perplexing problems 
which confronts every Christian worker 
in Israel is the matter of relief. He is 
first of all a preacher of the gospel of 
salvation through faith in Christ. But he 
also lives and labors among a people who 
are often in real distress. If he is to 
remain faithful to the gospel he preaches 
he cannot remain indifferent to the woes 
of those among whom he goes in and out. 
Yet, if he does help them he opens him- 
self to the accusation of “bribing” people 
to become Christians. 

Undoubtedly there are among these 
people social cases, physical or psycho- 
logical misfits, those who always expect a 
handout. But some are in genuine dis- 
tress for reasons beyond their control. 
They are the sick, the physically handi- 
capped, and those who have lost their 
daily bread because they are known to 
be believers, or just suspected of having 
fellowship with Christians. 

The missionary is watched very care- 
fully by the authorities, the press and 
the population. Even well-meant and 
upright efforts to relieve some dire dis- 
tress gives occasion to misinterpretation 
and sometimes vilification. 


+ WHATEVER the reason behind anti-mis- 
sionary propaganda, it is very strong. 
In a land where many people are spirit- 
ually hungry and dissatisfied, Christiani- 
ty is seriously feared. And for good 
reason.

Contrariwise, the secularized Israeli 
often considers Judaism an antiquated 
rabbinical code of rites and laws that has 
little relevance to his daily life. There is 
growing resentment against this kind of 
religion which is being forced upon him 
whether he likes it or not. 

The present campaign of vilification 
against missionaries and Jewish Chris- 
tians has a sad effect upon the minds of 
many Israelis, who are often unable to 
distinguish between fact and fabrication. 
It engenders bitterness and occasional 
lawlessness. We are grieved even to men- 
tion that recently the Immanuel Church 
in Tel Aviv-Jaffa, where one of our 
workers conducted a service, was at- 
tacked with stones by a gang of mis- 
guided teen-agers. We feel more sorry 
for those youngsters who hurt and bring 
shame upon the good name of Israel 
than for the worshiping believers. 

On the other hand, this anti-mission- 
ary campaign often arouses curiosity 
among the Israeli public. Many come to 
Christian meeting places just to find out 
for themselves what it is all about. 


+ In spite of the present hue and cry 


against them, the earnest, dedicated 
Christian worker is still the core and 
center of the gospel witness. Their ab- 


sence from Israel today would be spirit- 
ually disastrous. 

We need to pray that the time may 
soon come when Israeli believers will 
become spiritually mature enough to be a 
living testimony to their unbelieving 
brethren. This development takes place 
in other countries; it is natural and 
essential that it should also be in the 
land where the church of Christ was 
born. 

One day believers in Israel will become 
an indigenous church and carry on the 
testimony of Christ among their own 
people more effectively than any mis- 
sionary from abroad could ever do. We 
must pray and labor for that day, work- 
ing in harmony with them. But that time 
certainly is not yet. 

Only the Lord Himself can establish a 
church in Israel that will be faithful to 
Him and to the faith once delivered to 
the saints and in communion with the 
universal church of Christ. This will be a 
church where the Jewish believer will 


feel at home and the Gentile believer 
will know that he is in his Father’s 
house. 


+ THE problem of the Christian Jew in 
Israel is primarily a spiritual one. If it 
were just a matter of financial help, how 
simple that would be! But it is not. Our 
brethren in Israel (even as we, here at 
home) need an outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The 


message which the Lord laid 


heavily upon my heart while I was there 
was based on the words of Christ in Luke 
14:25-33: 


“And whosoever doth not bear 
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his cross and come after me, cannot be 
my disciple.” In Israel, one dozen martyrs 
for our Lord would accomplish what 
millions of dollars could never achieve. 

These brethren of ours do not need the 
harshness of judgment—certainly not 
from outsiders—but our deep and practi- 
cal love and prayers. We must have the 
humility of those whom the Lord in His 
unfathomable grace has spared the 
harshness, the sharp cutting edges, and 
the roughness of the cross. 

Put they for whom we pray must 
remember the words of our Lord: 
servant is not greater than his Lord.’ 
Theirs is the privilege of bearing witness 
for Christ in one of the most hotly con- 
tested spiritual battlefields in the world.

+ WE who live in comparative ease and 


enjoy the blessings of God cannot stand | 


idly by and see the sufferings of multi- 
tudes. We cannot look on complacently 
as the ranks of believers in Israel dwin- 
dle away because of the unbearable 
strain. With wisdom, discretion and love 
we must minister to those who take an 
open stand for Christ. 

For this we need more than relief. We 
need a constructive program of rehabili- 
tation, of helping believers to help them- 
selves, so that they may regain their 
dienity and the respect of their fellow 
citizens. 

We must also pray for those timid and 
secret believers who are fearful of losing 
their daily bread or incurring the enmity 
of their neighbors. Of these there is a 
very considerable number. 

Just before I left Israel a woman came 
to me shedding bitter tears. She told me 
that she was a teacher in one of the high 
schools. She loves the Lord and knows 
that she ought to confess Him boldly. 


| CINCINNATI, OHIO 
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“But how can I?” she sobbed. “I am a 
widow. My daughter has been ill for 
many years. I am her sole support. If I 
lose my work my child will suffer want.” 

When I told her that the Lord expects 
those who are His disciples to take up 
their cross and follow Him, she said, 
“But do I have a right to impose this 
cross on my child?” 

What could I say to this poor woman? 

These and similar tragedies abound, 
and there is no ready solution. One thing 
is certain. Christians abroad must stand 
behind these brethren of ours in a real 
fellowship of intercessory prayer and 
effective love, and they must be made 
somehow to know that we are doing so.

MIRACLE RECORDS 
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OFF the RECORD

» Ahhh,that fresh, 
crisp fragrance of 
pine, everyone scur- 
rying about shop- 
ping, the sparkling 
decorations, the 
Salvation Army out 
on the corners ring- 
ing bells—all this 
reminds us sudden- 
ly that there’s 
Christmas in the air! 

Such activity, stimulating as it is, 
seems like so much surface noise, 
though, when compared with the sim- 
plicity of the real Christmas message. 
That’s one reason, I think, why people 
like the carols and hymns of this season, 
recorded or otherwise. 

There is an abundance of Christmas 
music available on commercial record- 
ings, enough so that you almost get lost 
in the middle of it. I’d like this month to 
mention several recordings which I feel 
are among the best, some only from a 
musical point of view and others with 
real spiritual impact. 


» First if you care to have any of the 
big orchestral renditions in your home, 
one of the very best I’ve heard is the 
English orchestra of Mantovani on the 
London label (LL 913). MANTOVANI 
CHRISTMAS CAROLS brings all of the 
scintillation and freshness of the old 
time yuletide numbers cascading into 
your living room. Another similar instru- 
mental album available at almost all rec- 
ord stores, is MUSIC OF CHRISTMAS 
by Percy Faith and orchestra (CL 588). 
In it you’ll hear soprano voices used as 
instruments. Of course, these productions 
employ the finest commercial techniques 
and musicians. so they’re bound to be 
good. All of the standard seasonal carols 
and hymns you'll find in this group, each 
with a fresh, imaginative approach. 


» One of the sounds I always associate 
with this joyous season is that of 
CHRISTMAS HYMNS AND CAROLS, 
Volume I (LM 1112) by the Robert Shaw 
Chorale on RCA Victor. Volume I con- 
tains most of those songs we all know 
such as “Joy to the World,” “It Came 
Upon the Midnight Clear,” “Angels We 
Have Heard on High,” “O Little Town 
of Bethlehem,” “Silent Night,” etc. “Go 
Tell It on the Mountain” is an exciting 
and jubilant Negro spiritual of Christ- 
mas. In this group are also a couple of 
the foreign yuletide songs such as “Lo 
How a Rose E’er Blooming,” (from 
Cologne), “Deck the Halls,” (Welsh), 
“Echo Hymn,” (German) and “Carol of 
the Bells.” (Russian). Again the Shaw 
group captures the feeling and mood of 
each number, and performs them su- 
perbly. 


» Now, I think it might be well to pre- 


pare your auditory nerves for something 
unique. Here comes organist Paul Mickel- 
son again (RCA LPM 1115), this time 
loaded with a few auxiliary instruments 
such as the carillon. vibraharp, celeste 
and piano. (It always takes me about 
five minutes to get past the beautiful 
and unusual photography on the albums 
these days. The shot on the front of this 
one has us right inside a steeple with 
the chimes going full blast. Fortunately, 
the sound is shut off or we’d be in for 
ear trouble.) But let’s look inside! We 
hear a re-creation of twenty five best- 
loved Christmas numbers played on 
these aforementioned instruments. I’ve 
never heard a vibraharp with such trem- 
olo pulsations and I had to get used to 
that, but I must admit it’s unusual. 

In the final half dozen selections, for 
variety, Paul has employed four violins, 
viola, cello, bass, harp and woodwinds. 
These represent the more serious as well 
as the lighter sounds of Christmas. 


» While we’re on the instrumental side 
of the tracks, here’s a new Orthophonic 
item. “Orthophonic” means that if you 
have three ears, sit halfway between 
three record players all playing the same 
record. and are able to hear super-high 
frequency, you’ll be completely immersed 
in beautiful sound. However, even those 
of us with only two ears and one good 
record player, will be pleased with the 
thrilling reproductions of this album, 
CHRISTMAS CAROLS ON THE ORGAN 
with Virgil Fox, organist. (RCA LM 
1845). 

Here again are the standard Christmas 
hymns and carols played with brilliance. 
If I had the money, I’d buy this album 
just to have his variations on “O Come 
All Ye Faithful.” This is really great! 


» Say, here’s one that will add many 
pleasant musical moments to your 
Christmas listening. It’s our friend 
Frank Boggs on Word label (W 2023 LP) 
bringing a thrill to our hearts as he 
sings, among others, “Birthday of a 
King,” and “Sweet Little Jesus Boy.” 

Singtime, now Miracle Records, turned 
out an LP recording last year featuring 
Dick Anthony, Lorraine Morrison and 
Redd Harper, all on one record. I’d like 
you to hear Dick in a John Peterson 
original, “What If There’d Never Peen 
a Christmas?” I think you'll like it. A!so, 
as I head for the exit door here, I’d like 
to mention that the Scottish Male 
Chorus directed by James MacRoberts, 
has recorded two Christmas selections 
in their own soft appealing manner, 
“While Shepherds Watched” and “Silent 
Night.” 

Well, here comes 1957! So from our 
little record corner, we’ll step aside and 
make way for Father Time. Here’s wish- 
ing you a jubilant Christmas and a joy- 
ous New Year.

Jaut in his illustration of Christian | 
service taken from Greek athletics (I 
Cor.

He likens Christian 
service to a foot race (v. 24). The word is 
| graévov (stadion), from which we get our 
word “stadium.” } 
Every Greek athlete who “strives for 
the mastery is temperate in all things,” 
Paul writes. “Striveth for the masteries” 
is aywitoua (agonizomai), “to contend in 
the gymnastic games.” We get our word | 
“agony” from this word. The Greeks ex- | 
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erted themselves to that point in their 
endeavor to win. 
“Is temperate” is éyxparebowa (egkra- 
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teuomai), “to exercise self-control.’ The 





Greek athletes spent ten months train- 
ing for athletic competition. They exer- 
cised in heat or cold. They denied them- 
selves good things in themselves if these 
did not contribute to the highest effi- 
ciency in the games. They lived a sep- 
arated life, exercising the most rigid 
self-control. If they broke training rules 
they were disqualified. 

The word “castaway” (Vv. 27), iS addxcpos 
(adokimos). The verb means “to put to 
the test for the purpose of being ap- 
proved, and if meeting the specifications, 
having that approval placed upon him.” | 
Here the word is negated by the Greek 
letter Alpha.

Paul says, “So fight I, not as one that | 
beateth the air” (v. 26). The Greek box- 
ers’ gloves were fur-lined, covered with 
cowhide which was studded with lead 
and iron. One can imagine the punish- | 
ment to which the recipient of the blows 
was subjected. If the Christian would be | 
as energetic and unsparing against sin | 
in his life as the Greek boxer was of his | 
opponent, and would strike with the 
same devastating force, sin would be 
cleared out and stay out. 

Paul said that he did not shadow-box 
with sin. That is, he did not pamper it 
by seeming to strike at it, and then pull 
in his blows and strike the air. Instead, 
he struck at sin with the mailed fist of a 
Spirit-inspired hatred of sin. 

He said, “I keep under my body.” The 
literal Greek means “to strike under the 
eye, to give one a black eye.’ Lest he 
should be disqualified in his service, one 
of the chief concerns of Paul was that 
sin should be put out of his life and stay 
out. And that should be one of the chief | 
concerns of every Christian worker.

tain day,” or “We remember particularly 
your children’s meetings.” Such honesty 
is encouraging, and we have a sense that 
those folk are really standing with us in 
prayer. But the promises carried out are 
few in comparison with the promises 
made. 


+ Pau. thanked the Philippians because 
they had not failed to communicate with 
him, and with his need. He appreciated 
tremendously their continued interest in 
him for the gospel’s sake. He knew then 
that they still had a love for him by 
the practical way they showed it. He 
knew that they had a deep .concern for 
the people to whom he was taking the 
gospel, because they told him so. He 
knew that they were holding up his 
hands in those busy days when, human- 
ly speaking, he walked alone. 

There are times on the mission field 
when the going is so hard that there is 
a particular need for being held up in 
prayer by the folks at home. One day 
our son was in a car driven by a native 
driver who was foolishly speeding. See- 
ing a bus coming down the narrow road 
in the opposite direction, the driver had 
no option but to crash the car (which 
was ours) through the side of a bridge 
at seventy miles an hour. Mercifully the 
four passengers crawled out unhurt, 
much to the amazement of the natives 
who had gathered. Yes, it was a miracle. 
And my first thought was, “Who was 
praying for us?” 

In the next newsletter that went home 
I told the story of the accident. “Who 
was praying for us?” I asked. The letter 
went to three hundred friends, but only 
two definite replies came back. One was 
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from a dear old grandmother of eighty- 
four. “Perhaps it was not definitely my 
prayer, but I pray for you daily, so I 
know God answered my prayers for you.” 
Another came from a friend who had 
given hospitality to my husband at one 
time. This friend had since become para- 
lyzed, and suffered intense pain. He had 
little sleep at night time, and he spent 
that time praying. “In the night time, 
when the pain is at its worst, I pray,” 
he wrote, “I have spent much time in 
praying for you particularly, and I like 
to think that the Lord took my prayers 
and used them during that accident. 
Anyway, I praise Him for the deliver- 
ance.” 

How it delighted us to know that these 
dear folk were so faithful, and wrote to 
say so. But sad to say, such prayer part- 
ners are few and far between. 


+ LETTER-WRITING is also one of God’s 
ministries. I was particularly encouraged 
by the letter from one mother who knew 
we were being obliged to teach three of 
our five children in our home. “Since I 
have prayed definitely for the education 
of your children,” she wrote, “there has 
been a distinct improvement in the 
progress of my own. In fact, David's 
teacher is amazed at the progress he has 
made. I attribute it to the fact that the 
Lord is blessing my prayers for you dear 
folk.” So the two-way blessing is a real 
thing. 

Word from home is always a blessing. 
But there are folk who write, “I suppose 
you have heard all the news, so I won’t 
go over it again.” If only they knew that 
others say the same thing—and leave us 
without the word we miss so much. 

Recently we received a letter from a 
friend. In the first part he had written 
the usual, “I suppose you have heard all 
the news.” Then his wife, not a Chris- 
tian, read what he had written. 

“Don’t you think everyone will say 
that?” she had said. So he had written 
another four pages, all packed with the 
news we longed to hear most. It was a 
delightful letter—news of so many folk 
and fellowships in which we had an in- 
terest. So thrilled were we that an im- 
mediate answer found its way to the 
post box for those dear folk. 

I once mentioned the joy of receiving 
letters from the homeland to a young 
married couple. I said, too, that just as 
they like to hear news of us, so we like 
to hear all the news from them. They 
wrote back, quite amazed. 

On checking with missionary friends, 
I have found that most of them write 
twice as many letters as they receive. 
I wonder whether this should not be the 
other way round? 

In any case, don’t forget those for 
whom you have promised to pray. And 
don’t forget to write. A missionary looks 
to God for strength, grace, support, but 
surely he can expect to hear from the 
“stake strengtheners” with assurance of 
continued prayer. It is always an en- 
couragement to hear from those who 
pray. 

If you want to help your missionaries, 
let me urge that you bear in mind three 
things: (1) Missionaries are human, they 
need encouragement; (2) don’t make

advertise to be seen and attract atten- 
tion. But Jesus ministered quietly and He 

could not be hid! 

See Him in the storm-tossed boat on 
Galilee. The waves and winds were strik- 
ing terror into the hearts of seasoned 
mariners, until they turned in despera- 
tion to their Lord whose “head was on 
the pillow laid, and He was fast asleep.” 
Awaking, He rose and spoke two simple 
words: “Be still!” And there was a great 
calm—among the troubled elements and 
in the troubled hearts of men. 

Quietness is a sign of power. We ad- 
mire the parents who without nagging 
command obedience in their children, or 
the executive who secures efficiency with- 
out bluster. Such an accomplishment is a 
sign of self-mastery, and that always 
means the mastery of others. There is 
something infinitely magnificent in the 
quietness of God, Master of all creation! 

We must learn to be quiet if we would 
know Him. It is impossible to be God- 
conscious if our minds are a bedlam and 
our hearts a hubbub. “So much to do, 
and so little time” is a soul-shaking 
thought which hides a subtle peril. There 
is always time enough to do what God 
wants us to do. If we are pushed for

God in the market place or the social 
whirl, we can be sure He is waiting for 
us in the secret place, behind the closed 
door. 

We must learn to “wait on the Lord” 
if we would be like Him in these troubled 
times. God-like souls alone know the 
secret of remaining undisturbed amid the 
storms and quakes of life. I have been 
told that one of the great business firms 
of Britain, with worldwide connections, 
has as its cable code the word “undis- 
turbed.” As messages come in from the 
far-flung reaches of the earth, they are 
laid on the desk of the head of that firm. 
He, having begun the day with God, is 
quietly waiting, ready to act with the 


| steady assurance and quiet conviction of 


the guiding wisdom of the Eternal. A 
soul so poised bears the stamp of both 
the quietness and the greatness of God. 


+ Onty the quiet can really help others. 
If we are ourselves disturbed and 
troubled, we can only add to the unrest 
of those around us. God-centered souls 
are a supreme asset in any community 


in times of trouble. That lays a sacred 
responsibility upon all of us who may not 
know the secret of quietness to leave no 
effort unmade to discover it. 

It is a great privilege to know an in- 
dividual to whom we can come with con- 
fidence in times of trouble and perplex- 
ity, and pour out our hearts without re- 
serve. From such a person we can be 
sure of getting the proper counsel, hear- 
ing the right word, being given the key- 
note that will bring us in tune with the 
Infinite. 

It is wonderful to know such a per- 
son; it is more wonderful to be such a 
man or woman. Most of us have been 
blessed with such friendships. Few of us 
—all too few—have been able to be such 
friends. 

To know the secret of God’s quietness 
is to be an inspiration to the discour- 
aged in a day when multitudes have lost 
heart and are ready to quit trying. There 
is nothing so mighty to restore a broken 
morale as the example of souls who know 
how to carry their cross with a smile, 
quietly trusting because they “know that 
all things work together for good to them 
that love God” (Rom. 8:28). 

As such folk know, the machinery of 
God’s providences runs on a schedule 
that has never failed. He is never too 
late, and never too early. 

To know God’s quietness is to make 
one’s very presence a rallying point for 
the defeated and one’s voice a clarion 
call to stand and fight again, to provide 
a harbor for the storm-tossed, and a 
refuge for the lost and the friendless. 
Jesus said, “Come unto me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest” (Matt. 11:28). If we really 
know Him, we can say it too, with the 
change of only one word: “Come unto 
me, all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden, and I will show you rest,” for if we 
have Him, He cannot be hid from the 
longing eyes of burdened humanity. 


+ WELL may we thank God that quiet- 
ness is the heritage of every child of God. 
We are not born with it, but to it, in the 
new birth. It is not natural, but super- 
natural. In it is the stillness of the stars, 
the gentleness of falling dews, the si- 
lence of breaking day, the hush of in- 
finity. It is the peace of God which flows 
from the God of all peace. 

This peace and quietness is found in 
Christ, as Paul points out in Philippians 
4:7 (AS.V.): “In nothing be anxious, 
but in everything by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thanksgiving let your re- 
quests be made known to God. And the 
peace of. God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall guard (as soldiers stand 
sentinel over a treasure,) your hearts 
and your thoughts in Christ Jesus.” 

This miracle of miracles is the work of 
the Holy Spirit. He it is who takes of the 
things of Christ and unveils them to us, 
through His blessed providences, and 
through the written Word. As we with 
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unveiled face behold in this mirror of 
truth “the glory of the Lord,” we “are 
changed into the same image from glory 


to glory, even as by the Spirit of the | 


Lord” (II Cor. 3:18). We share His trans- 
figuration! Yes, and all His riches of 
glory. 


+ E.isan didn’t recognize God in the 
hurricane, the earthquake or the fire. 
He was there, but the clamor and noise 
of these tremendous convulsions of na- 
ture were too distracting to allow him 
to think. It was only when his heart had 
been quieted enough to hear the whis- 
per of the still small Voice that he knew 
that God was near. 

God is always near, very near, but only 
the quiet soul can sense His presence. 
This is true, even in the sanctuary. “The 
Lord is in his holy temple; let all the 
earth keep silence before Him” (Hab. 
2:20) is a beautiful heart call, but so few 
really hear it. Only listening souls! 

At Cherith, where the ravens were his 
waiters, Elijah learned the secret of

{up practically anything and everything 


to worship Christ. It was the quiet of 
the first Christians, of Jews worshiping 
their Messiah. 

Although I didn’t know it, my con- 
version began right then. It continued 
the next Sunday when Mrs. Bronstein, 
the minister’s wife, invited us over for 
dinner. After we ate, the minister asked 
if I would like to study the Bible with 
him, and I said I would. After all, what 
did I have to lose? 

As we finished the first lesson, he 
assigned me a passage for home study. 
“If any questions come to mind,” he 


,; added, “be sure to write them down.” 


| 


The next time I saw him I had three 
pages full of things I didn’t understand. 
He smiled, settled one or two problems. 
“Let’s see if we can find the other an- 
swers in tonight’s lesson,” he suggested. 
By the end of the evening, few of my 
questions remained. 


+ ONE particular part of the Bible hit 
home with me, and I think it will with 
any Jew, though he might not admit it 
except to himself. I mean the twenty- 
eighth chapter of Deuteronomy from 
verse sixty-three to the end of the chap- 
ter. The words of God when He spoke 
to Israel as a nation were being said 
directly to me: “And among these 
nations shalt thou find no ease, neither 
shall the sole of thy foot have rest.” No 
ease! No peace! “In the morning,” it 
went on, “thou shalt say, Would God it 
were even! and at even thou shalt say, 
Would God it were morning!” 

Here was a perfect description of what 
I had been feeling since Christmastime 





1954. And there was no visible reason! 
I was thirty-one, in perfect health, a 
fair success in the field I had chosen. I 
was married to the girl I loved and we 
got along beautifully. Financial worries? 
No, I was far from a millionaire, but I 
didn’t owe a penny. 

That's an impressive list of blessings, 
but they didn’t mean a thing. I know 
why, now. Because I refused to see that 
| these were not — as I thought — all of 
my own doing, and they didn’t give me 
peace of mind. 

The weeks wore into months as my 
friend the minister and I continued our 
| studies. One by one the challenges, the 
| Objections, the doubts kept dropping 
away. 

One morning in my home, the crisis 
came. I had taken part in the radio 
program, “Unshackled,” and had played 
the part of the convert many times. And 
it seemed to me there was always some- 
one else present when the conversion 
occurred. To my mind this suggested the 
possibility of being somehow swayed by 
the other person. I wanted to find out 
about this all by myself. 
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On the morning I mention I was alone. 
My wife was in West Virginia, visting 
her parents. I was lying awake in bed, 
thinking about what had become to me 
the most important matter in time and 
eternity. Finally I simply closed my eyes 
and asked Him to come into my life and 
take over. If you have ever done the 
same thing, you know that I wasn’t alone 
for long. 


This year, of course, the silver spoon | 
will hang on our tree again. And my} 


wife and I will remember Gramp who, 
to please a little boy, unwittingly set up 
a memento of Christ’s birth. We'll re- 
member, too, that restless, unhappy 
season of 1954. 


But most of all we’ll be thankful that | 


Christmas now is real — because Jesus 
Christ, the Messiah of all mankind and 


the Gift of Christmas, has come to be | 


the Head of our house and our lives 
for always. END 
“Behold, I stand at the door, and

(Rev. 3:20) —A picture of the Lord Jesus 
knocking at the door of a heart was 
taken one day by a parish visitor to a 
house where a father and mother lived 
with their small son.

When the young son came 
in from school, he was very interested in 
it. His mother was too busy with the din- 
ner to answer his questions, but presently 
the father came in from work.

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How To Choose And

What would 
you suggest? Can you give me some 


| hints on song leading ?—B.S., Massachu- 
setts 


A. As you of course realize an in- 
spiring singspiration does not just hap- 
and attention to 
detail are essential. I would urge you to 
make the musical diet a balanced one— 


| not all gospel songs, not all choruses, 


not all hymns. The guiding motive 
should be the use of numbers that con- 
tain a vital gospel and spiritual message. 
Young people can learn to sing and 
appreciate some of the great hymns of 


| the church if encouraged to do so. It is 


largely a matter of leadership and edu- 
cation. 

Variety will help. Have different sec- 
tions sing the chorus, a certain verse or 
a stanza. Antiphonal singing (where two 
or more groups sing responsively) adds 
life to such a meeting. If a choir can be 
assembled on the platform such singing 
will be all the more striking. If people 
of all ages attend, it would be well to 
have one or more songs or choruses that 
are appreciated particularly by children, 
being on their mental and musical level. 

It is well to have several special num- 
bers of various types. A good male quar- 
tet is always a delight. Instrumental 
selections are often effective if they are 
familiar hymns or songs. The title of the 
selection may be given and even some of 
the words read in order to keep the 
message of the lyric before the hearers. 

If the singspiration is to be concluded 
by a devotional period, the singing 
should become more thoughtful and 
worshipful as you near this point. Soft 
| singing is often very effective preceding 
a devotional message. 

While sincerity and dedication can to 
a degree make up for what may be a lack 
in musicianship, a knowledge of the 
technique of conducting is always as- 
suring. Never fail to indicate the strong 
first beat of each measure with a marked 
downward motion. Try to bring out the 
proper mood and tempo of each song. A

Q. It has always troubled me that 
throughout the Old Testament “neigh- 
bor” seems to mean fellow Israelite 
only, yet the story of the Good Samari- 
tan (Sunday School Lessons, MOODY 
MONTHLY for March, 1955) criticizes 
prejudice against outside groups and 
seems to indicate it is a sin.

A, Prejudice against others because of 
differences in color, race or religion is 
never encouraged in Scripture. In the 
Old Testament. the Israelite was taught 
to love his neighbor as himself. In Leviti- 
cus 19:18 it is evident that by “neighbor” 
is meant any one of the children of his 
people. The Israelite was not instructed 
to love his enemy as himself. Such teach- 
ing would have been beyond his compre- 
hension. He was, however, taught to be 
just and fair toward his enemy. 


In certain areas Israelites were en- 
couraged to give special consideration to 
other Israelites. For example, in Deuter- 
Onomy 23:19, 20, Israelites were permit- 
ted to charge usury, or interest, on a 
loan to outsiders, but not to fellow Israel- 
ites. In Galatians 6:10, Christians are in- 
structed to be particularly ready to help 
fellow-Christians. However, prejudice is 
not encouraged in either of these in- 
stances. Rather, the believer is encour- 
aged to go beyond justice, and to extend 
special grace to his fellow believers. In 
the parable of the Good Samaritan, Jesus 
is encouraging kindness, love and grace 
to those in need, regardless of race or 
other difference. He goes even further in 
Matthew 5:43-48. where He instructs His 
hearers to love their enemies. In passing, 
it may be noted that the advice to hate 
one’s enemies was something evidently 
added to Scripture by Jewish rabbis, as 
neither Old Testament nor New contains 
any such instruction. 


Prejudice involves a lack of justice and 
fairness. This is nowhere encouraged in 
the Bible. Grace, love and kindness, how- 
ever, are emphasized much more in the 
New Testament than in the Old, as in- 
dicated in John 1:17, because with the 
example of God giving His only begot- 
ten Son, and the Son of God giving Him- 
self for us, it is possible now for us not 
only to understand the exhortation to 
love our enemies, but also to practice it.

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Christmas in a Bowl

a quart of water into the container. Add 
a tablespoon of citric acid, (you can buy 
it in a drug store) and a tablespoon of 
baking soda, which you undoubtedly 
have on your kitchen shelf. Last of all, 
add a handful of moth flakes which may 
be purchased in most any variety or 
department store. 

The reaction of the citric acid and 
soda will cause the moth flakes to flutter 
through the water like a snow storm. In 
case the flakes should stop lightly moving 
about, just add more soda and your snow 
storm will continue. 

Now, you will not only have a lovely 
Christmas scene for your holiday table, 
but you will also have the Christmas 
story itself in a bowl. To me, at least, the 
church suggests the heart of mankind 
for whom the Christ of Christmas came 
to earth.

This could be the 
showing of one of the excellent Christian 
or missionary films which are now avail- 
able. Or you could feature Kodachrome 
pictures of church events that have hap- 
pened throughout the year. These are 
days of picture taking, and many in your 
congregation may have good colored pic- 
tures showing youth activities, church 
suppers, picnics or parties. Collect and 
arrange them to show a good cross-sec- 
tion of the life of the church from Jan- 
uary to December. 

A time of fellowship follows at 10:00 
o’clock. Refreshments are served, but 
try to make them especially attractive 
and serve them each year in a different, 
unusual way. Our church in Berkeley, 
Calif., is fortunate in having those in the 
membership of many racial and national 
backgrounds. On one New Year’s Eve we 
had a world tour right within the social 
hall. 

About a dozen tables were set up. In 
charge of each table was someone of Eu-

ropean or Oriental background who wore 
his or her native costume and served 
cake or cookies or other delicacies. Those 
who attended enjoyed food from Sweden, 
Hungary, China, Scotland, England and 
other parts of the world. The hall pre- 
sented a gay, international, festive spirit 
reminding those present of their oneness 
in Christ. Informal entertainment fol- 
lowed refreshment time, including group 
singing, solos and a skit. It may be dif- 
ferent in your church, but with a little 
thought and planning it should not be 
difficult to find an intriguing theme for 
your New Year’s Eve refreshment time.

for New Officers 





oo often, faithful workers in Chris- 
. oo organizations go unrecognized. 

And new officers sometimes take up 
their duties with little thought that they 
are entering upon a period of service 
which should be “as unto the Lord.” 
Following is a simple program which em- 
phasizes spiritual responsibilities officers 
assume when they begin a term of service 
in any organization connected with the 
church. 

The candlelighting service is optional. 
If used, medium sized candles are ar- 
ranged on a long table at the front of 
the group. Six (or the number of officers 
in the organization) are on either side 
of a tall white candle. The candles on 
the left of the central lighted candle are 
lighted before the beginning of the 
service, long enough for them to have 
considerably burned down. Those on the 
right are unlit. Corsages for both retir- 
ing and new Officers are also on the 
table. 

The corsages may be made easily of a 
few leaves of holly with berries, a pine 
cone, a small bell and red ribbon—all 
inexpensive materials obtained from a 
variety store during the Christmas sea- 
son. At other times of the year, the cor- 
sage may be made from other leaves 
and berries. 

Begin the program by singing the 
hymn, “Take My Life.” 

Speaker, addressing the audience: We 
are here to install the officers that have 
been chosen for the coming year. Before 
doing so, it is fitting that we express our 
thanks to those who have so faithfully 
served during the past year. They have 
given much prayer, time and effort to 
planning and the working out of the 
plans. There may have been discourage- 
ments, but the joys of service always 
outweigh the disappointments. 

Speaker, to the retiring officers: These 
candles which are partially burned indi- 
cate that your term of service is com- 
pleted but your responsibility as mem- 
bers continues. We would like to give 
each of you a reward, but instead will 
leave with you a verse from God’s Word. 
“The Lord recompense thy work, and a 
full reward be given thee of the Lord 
God of Israel, under whose wings thou 
art come to trust” (Ruth 2:12). As a 
token of our sincere appreciation we 
wish to present each of you with a cor- 
sage. (Candles on the left are snuffed out 
and new Officers called to the front.)

Speaker, to new Officers: Jesus said, 
“T am the light of the world” (John 
8:12). Will each of you new Officers light 
a candle from this tall one which repre- 
sents the Lord Jesus Christ, as a re- 
minder that you must be completely 
dependent on Him.

The holly represents the crown of 
thorns which our Saviour wore, and the 
berries speak of the drops of blood He 
shed. 


See from His head, His hands, His side, 
Sorrow and blood flow mingled down; 
Did e’er such love and sorrow meet, 
Or thorns compose so rich a crown. 


The pine cone reminds us of the death 
of the Lord Jesus. “Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness” (I Pet. 2:24). 


The red ribbon is a symbol of the cord 
of redemption that stretches through the 
Bible from Genesis to Revelation. “To 
him give all the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever believeth in 
him shall receive remission of sins” (Acts 
10:43). 


And the green leaves speak of the 
newness of life in Christ. “Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
ture” (II Cor. 5:17).

This experienced storyteller gives you 


some important hints to remember 





When 


HE four words, “Once upon a time 

...” have captivated the attention 

of youngsters more than any other 
words in the English language. There is 
a reason for this. “Once upon a time” 
means a story is about to be told. 

With the once-upon-a-time opening, 
or its equivalent, the storyteller catches 
the attention of the listener. Then it is 
his responsibility to maintain interest 
through to the climax. 

Certain demands must be fulfilled if 
you want to be a good storyteller. 

First, of course, since we are approach- 
ing storytelling from the Christian view- 
point, there must be the element of 
prayer in gathering, organizing and pre- 
senting the material. 

Second, the narrator must have a pas- 
sionate love for his listeners and an 
overwhelming desire to let them in on 
something he knows about Christ. The 
storyteller must convey a truth through 
the medium he has chosen, and love his 
listeners enough to want to give them 
this truth and expect it to have eternal 
value. 

Third, he must know his story thor- 
oughly and must identify himself with 
each character; see their actions through 
their eyes, mind and hearts; sense their 
strong points; then weave them into the 
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tale. Every character is different, and 
the portrayal of each one reacting to 
various circumstances will make the 
story. 

Fourth, the story must be colored with 
flavorsome words. Here it must be re- 
membered that the appeal to the listener 
depends on the appeal to his five senses. 
It’s to the storyteller’s advantage that 
this is so. The listener wants to use his 
eyes to see the life of the story through 
the narrator. He wants to see the action 
of the hump-backed camel, or the wig- 
gling, jiggling scorpion. The listener 
wants to use his ears to hear the voice 
rise and fall in contrast. The listener’s 
taste wants to imagine vividly the fish 
cooked on the shore of Galilee. The lis- 
tener’s sense of smell wants to tingle 
with the imaginary fragrance of the lily 
of the valley. The listener wants to 
imagine the touch of the camel’s rough 
coat, or put himself in the place of the 
crippled man lying on the stony ground 
near the beautiful gate. The five senses 
will be used to advantage by the capable 
storyteller. 

Fifth, the story must have a definite 
theme. It need not be put in words, as a 
moral, but woven into every thread of 
the story so the listener will have no 
difficulty getting the point and then 
applying it to his life. Yet it should be 
put in such a manner that he will not 
feel as though the storyteller is preach- 
ing at him. The whole story should move 
toward the moment of climax. Every 
sentence should be a _ building block 
rising up to the capstone, the climax. 


Once that is reached, the story should be 
brought to a close as quickly as possible. 

Sixth, the presentation is the key to 
success. The storyteller is competing with 
the world for the attention of the young- 
ster, and the world knows how to ad- 
vertise its wares. Radio, television, school 
films and records are all presented with 
the idea of conveying a sense of need. 
The Christian’s message must never be 
presented carelessly. To be effective in 
the art of storytelling, remember that 
the voice is a major instrument. Here is 
where practice is needed, for the human 
voice is a marvelous thing and can be 
developed to convey many effects. For 
example, when laying the groundwork 
for excitement, the voice should move a 
bit slower than normal and a little lower. 
Then, as it builds in excitement, the nar- 
rator should speak a bit faster and a bit 
louder. If there is fast action, shorter, 
briefer sentences should be used in con- 
trast to the longer, more involved sen- 
tences of description. 

Experiment and experience will help 
the storyteller to become more efficient. 
He will practice gestures, changes of 
facial expression, the use of color words, 
the regulation of his voice to display 
love, hate, thirst, hunger or any of the 
other emotions. 

The Christian storyteller has but one 
story and that is of Christ. If God has 
given you the opportunity to speak for 
Him through a story, praise Him for it. 
And may He bless you the next time you 
say, “Once upon a time there lived in 
Bethany a girl named Mary...” END 


Put VARIETY in Your Feaching

o I have to go to Sunday school 
today? We never do anything in- 
teresting—just read the quarterly!” 

How futile Sunday school attendance 
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is to many pupils. How boring ahd frus- 
trating to some teachers! If you are in 
the bored-teacher category, do you love 
God’s Word enough to spend some time

and energy putting variety into your 
teaching? 

There are many different ways of 
teaching the Bible, even within the 
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framework of a quarterly. The following 
suggestions may fit into some of your 
lessons, or they may help you to think 
of other ways of putting variety into 
your teaching. 


Present an entire unit of the Word to 
your class. This is a method particularly 
adaptable to the older junior age through 
adults. Let them listen while you read 
as much as an entire epistle or as little 
as one of Jesus’ shorter parables. Modern 
language translations such as Williams’ 
can be used. The unit may be read twice 
—once in King James and again in a 
modern version or paraphrase. Practice 
reading aloud beforehand. Understand 
every sentence yourself in order to give 
proper emphasis, and enjoy the reading 
enough to make it live for the class. 

Before reading, agree with your class 
on certain things to watch for as they 
listen with paper and pencil handy. List 
these things on the blackboard. The stu- 
dents may write as they listen, and also 
in a time allowed for it after the reading. 
The points to look for will depend on 
what the lesson is emphasizing. For ex- 
ample, if one of the needs of the class 
is the same as that of the people ad- 
dressed in an epistle, you may ask the 
class members to write down the problem 
or problems spoken of in the epistle. 
The students can then report the prob- 
lems and discuss the purpose of the 
epistle. This would provide a basis for 
study to find out exactly how the prob- 
lems were answered. 


Use questions. Juniors and intermedi- 
ates love quizzes. There are times when 
the teacher may ask the class to read 
silently the Scripture for the day’s les- 
son in order to prepare for an oral quiz 
based on who, what, when, where, how 
and why questions. The teacher must 
prepare the questions carefully before 
class, being sure that there is only one 
possible answer to each. A system of 
awarding points to individuals or to 
teams may be used, but such mechanics 
must be kept simple and secondary to 
the answering. 

The reading and the quizzing must 
not take too much time because the facts 
learned must be used for further teach- 
ing. But remember, facts are not the 
sole end of Bible study. They are needed 
as a means to the end of understanding. 


Teacu with a picture. This method holds 
the attention of any age group. Choose 
a not-too-common picture representing 
a scene in the Scripture portion on which 
the lesson is based. Have the class “read” 
the picture without identifying the Bible 
story. Ask, “What is happening here?” 
If the class does not observe everything 
needed in response to such an intro- 
ductory question, ask others such as, 
“Why is this man smiling?” “What is the 
girl pointing to?” Then let the class 
identify the story portrayed in the pic- 
ture and tell where it is found in the 
Bible. They may know the exact book 
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or they may only know whether it is in 
the Old or New Testament. Use what- 
ever they know and tell them the rest. 
Then have them open their Bibles to 
the reference. 

Let the pupils listen to the story read 
by the teacher or by a good student 
reader. Keep the picture before them as 
they listen and have them watch for 
the exact point that the artist painted. 
Discuss the message of the picture. With 
adaptation in the choice of picture, the 
manner of questioning and the message, 
this ‘procedure could be used from 
primary to adult level. 


Becin with a hymn. Associating the 
words of hymns with Bible stories add 
meaning to both and is another good 
method of teaching all age groups. It is 
interesting to find the Bible basis for the 
words of a favorite hymn or of a new 
hymn the teacher would like to intro- 
duce. What part of the Word may the 
hymn writer have been reading? Perhaps 
the class may recall verses from memory 
or think of a possible source which can 
be checked. In other cases a concordance 
may be needed. 

A booklet of hymn words and Scrip- 
ture sources could be made as a good 
seasonal project for Easter or Christmas. 
For primary children this method could 
be based on the question, “Of what Bible 
story does this song remind you?” The 
story could be reviewed and the words 
of the song read and tied in with it. 


"Teacu with expressive reading. Impres- 
sions that the Word of God can make 
on the emotions as well as on the intel- 
lect must be considered in teaching the 
Bible to pupils from older primary and 
up. One way to provide for this is by 
reading the Scripture portion aloud in 
parts. First the pupiis must look at the 
portion to be read and decide how many 
readers are needed. Then they may de- 
cide how the speeches should be read. 
This will help to get at the meaning of 
the passage. For example, if Jesus was 
“srieved at their hardness of heart’ how 
would He speak the words that follow? 
If the leper really believed Jesus could 
cure him, how would he speak his re- 
quest? 

After such discussion, readers could be 
selected by the teacher or by the group. 
Their reading would help to re-create 
the Biblical scene and would help the 
group to feel with the characters. Such 
entering in is sometimes used by the 
Holy Spirit to reach a heart. 


Maxe facts live. Creative expression is 
a teaching method which is good to use 
with pupils from the junior through the 
adult age. Using facts learned in Sunday 
school lessons for some immediate pur- 
pose can motivate pupils to see the facts 
in a new way and to express them with 
originality. For example, a class could 
keep a list of all the geographical loca- 
tions in a series of lessons, determine 
which of them are known locations today 
and summarize what happened at each 
place. This could be done Sunday by 
Sunday. Then a “travel folder” could be 
made which would recommend a tour to 
the members of the congregation. 
Or, after the study of an epistle the 
group could imagine they had received 
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the letter and that it had caused such a 
response in their hearts that they had 
sent answers back to the writer. Each 
could compose such an answer to be 
brought to class on the following Sunday. 
The best ones might be printed in the 
bulletin. 


j <NCOURAGE research. The research meth- 
od gives the extra knowledge that is 
needed to make the Bible come alive. 
This is good for juniors through adults. 
How far was it for Jesus to walk from 
Nazareth to Jersusalem? What was the 
terrain like? The weather? How long 
would it take to get there? How much 
was a denarius worth in Jesus’ day? 
What would it buy? How long would it 
take to earn one? Why wouldn’t Jews 
have any dealings with Samaritans? 
How big was Goliath? Could he stand 
up in your Sunday school room? What 
was a mote? A beam? Pupils will profit 
by looking up such data as it is needed 
and reporting it to the class. 

For this method the teacher must 
bring books or typewritten material to 
class for the pupils’ use, unless assign- 
ments can be made for research outside 
of class. This procedure will not only 
make the class more interesting, but 
will also help to establish good study 
habits. 


Stupy a Bible book. Young people and 
adults need to know the Bible by books. 
God has a central message for us in each 
book but that message of the whole is 
often obscured by too many fragmentary 
studies. The idea of reading whole books 
at one sitting can be encouraged. The 
teacher may begin by assigning one of 
the shorter books to be read quickly at 
home with the purpose of finding the 
key thought. The students should find 
the central idea, express it in a sentence 
and state it as a topic which could be 
the title of the book. Then when the 
class meets, these statements of the key 
thought can be discussed. 

Such study enables one to think 
through a book quickly and to get a 
grasp on the writer’s thought. If such 
book studies are not drawn out too long, 
the class can make a valuable first-hand 
survey of the Old or New Testament, or 
both, and thus get a view of the whole 
Bible. 

Don’t teach your class in the same 
old way next Sunday. Try something 
different! END

The Way of Christian Love 
I Corinthians 12:27—13:13 


MEMORY SELECTION: Now abideth 
faith, hope, charity, these three; but the 
greatest of these is charity—I Corin- 
thians 13:13 


Love is one indispensable element in 
the development of life. The small child 
must have food, clothing and shelter, but 
without love these mean only a bare ex- 
istence. With love there is the most de- 
lightful growth of body, mind, and spirit. 

This is equally true of grown-ups, al- 
though not so outwardly evident. If we 
know that we are loved, life becomes a 
blessed experience where real victories 
are possible. If no one loves us, life be- 
comes virtually impossible, unless the 
love of God is given its place. We need 
the love of our fellowmen—Christian 
love—and that is what our lesson pre- 
sents. 

As an introduction to our main sub- 
ject, we have a portion from chapter 12 
which presents the variety of 


I. God’s Great Gifts to the Church 
(12:27-31) 

Our God is a God of beautiful variety. 
In the church He saw the need of a di- 
versity of gifts; and so for different men 
there are different callings, and the di- 
vine gifts to make those callings effec- 
tive. 

Too lengthy a consideration of these 
gifts would divert attention from the 
main point of the lesson, but it is worthy 
of note that God gave the necessary gifts 
of administration, preaching, teaching, 
miracles, etc. He did not leave the church 
destitute nor weak in its vital place in 
the world. They were to realize, how- 
ever, that these gifts were not to have 
the place of pre-eminence in their think- 
ing. For there is a “more excellent way” 
—or, as the Revised Version puts it— 


| “the most excellent way,” the way of 


love, which is 


13) The Greatest of God’s Gifts (13:1- 

One of the causes, and the most im- 
portant reason, for the failure, weakness 
and ineffective testimony of the church 
is the lack of love. Men will struggle and 
sacrifice to attain the other gifts, while 
the gift of love is neglected. This thir- 
teenth chapter of I Corinthians is a good 
corrective for that situation if we will 
pay heed to it, for it makes very clear 


1. The Pre-eminence of Love (vv. 1-3) 


The things men were seeking after, 
such as speaking in tongues (ch. 14), the 
prophetic gift, the attainment of great 
knowledge, a strong faith, or sacrificial 
charity, all these fade into insignifi- 
cance as one faces the fact that only

love can make any gift effective in the 
service of God and our fellowmen. 

The lesson goes on to present the man- 
ner in which such love manifests itself 
in daily living, as it discusses 


2. The Practice of Love (vv. 4-7) 

Love is not a “one-shot” solution to 
man’s problems. It does not give only 
once. It “suffers long.” It makes each be- 
liever willing to repeatedly lift up the 
fallen one, to bear insults and mis- 
understandings. 

There is a fundamental kindness about 
love which does something about an- 
other’s need. It “puts shoes on our 
prayers.” 

There is nothing of self-praise or pride 
about love. The one who loves is a gen- 
tleman or gentlewoman. There is no 
“unseemly” behavior in love, no bad tem- 
per, no desire to stress the evil but rather 
the good. To bear with the burdens and 
trials of such a life of service, to be- 
lieve the best of others—this is love. 

Love does not give up, but continues in 
a steadfast hope. Love is willing to en- 
dure to the end—a quality not too com- 
mon in our day. This leads naturally 
into our final point— 


3. The Permanence of Love 

We live in a state of partial under- 
standing of great spiritual truths. But 
one day as believers in Christ we shall 
“know fully” even as we are “fully 
known.” 

Other things will reach their end and 
pass away; love endures for time and 
eternity. This is the gift most worthy of 
our attention and cultivation. Have you 
done anything about it? 


December 23 
The Word Became Flesh 
John 1:1-18, Luke 2:8-12 


MEMORY SELECTION: And the Word 
was made flesh and dwelt among us.— 
John 1:14 

Christmas is here again! And nothing 
redeems this great fact from the devas- 
tating commercialism and the atmos- 
phere of worldly feasting and “good 
cheer” like studying the Scripture ac- 
counts of Christ’s coming as our Saviour. 

Teachers will do well to make un- 
usually careful preparation of this les- 
son. They must seek the Lord’s richest 
blessing as they seek to “put Christ back 
into Christmas.” 

Our lesson gives us a twofold approach, 
one presenting the eternal Living Word, 
and the other telling of His birth as a 
babe in Bethlehem. We look first at the 
passage in John where we learn that 


I. “In the Beginning Was the Word” 
(John 1:1-18) 

Jesus was and is the eternal Living 
Word of God. Keep that truth to the 
fore, because it needs emphasis today 
when men try to make Jesus just an- 
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other “good man.” He is that, but He is | 
also revealed as 


1. The Living Word—the Light of Men | 
(vv, 1-5) 

The Eternal Word was in the begin- 
ning with God, the Creator of all things, | 
the Giver of life and the “Light of men.” 
His life shines forth as the light by 
which men may be delivered from the 
darkness of this sinful world. But we 
must either accept or reject Him. And 
so we see 


2. The Living Word—the Divider of 
Men (vv. 6-13) 

The world was made by Him and yet 
it “knew Him not.” He came unto His 
own people and they “received Him not.” 
The great witness to the Light, John, 
was beheaded for his witness. But thanks 
be to God, some received Him, and these 
received also the right and “power to 
become the sons of God.” 


Note that redemption (v. 13) is not by 
family connection, or by natural instinct, 
or by man’s will power—but by faith in 
God. We may know God because Christ 
is 


3. The Living Word—the Revealer of 
God. (vv. 14-18) 

He “declared” God (v. 18). He brought 
grace and truth (v. 17). Notice, “the 
law was given by Moses, but grace and 
truth came by Jesus Christ.” This leads 
us to another scripture, and we take the 
title of it from verse fourteen. 


Il. The Word Became Flesh (Luke 
2:8-12) 

The ever-new story of the birth of our 
Lord is beautifully expressed in this 
second chapter of Luke, a passage which 
should be read not only in our churches 
but in our home at Christmas. 


Why did He come? To be our Saviour 
(v. 11). Men needed deliverance from 
sin. They need it today. All the efforts of 
the world to meet man’s need prove to 
be inadequate. Joseph Parker expressed 
it this way: 


“The world did not need an adviser— 
the world had advised itself almost into 
hell. The world did not ask for a specu- 
lator. Everything man could do had been 
done, and men sat in the darkness of 
their own wisdom. The world did not 
want a reformer—a man who could 
change outward and transient relations. 
The world wanted a Saviour.” 


And so He came, our Saviour and our 
Lord. The shepherds heard the good tid- 
ings of “great joy to all people.” 


That revelation is ready to be made 
anew this Christmas of 1956. It came to 
the shepherds in the field. So it may 
come to you at your work or in your 
home. We rightly go to our churches to 
worship on Christmas Day, but let us 
remember that Christ is everywhere 
seeking everyone. 


He knocks at your heart’s door on this 
Christmas Day. Will you let Him in and 
really keep the great feast of His advent?

A happy ending to a story may not be 
desired by some writers of fiction, but it 
is with God. He “who worketh a_1 things 
after the counsel of His own will” (Eph. 


| 1:11) will see to it that redeemed man 
shall “be to the praise of His glory” 
(Eph. 1:12). 


At times it seems as though history is 
utterly confused and cannot possibly 
come to any good end, but we can be 
sure that the eternal God will bring the 
history of His dealings with man to a 
glorious conclusion. 

The last book of the Bible, the Revela- 
tion, comes to its last pages in our lesson 
for today. After the final struggle of man 
with Satan (the first battle was in the 
garden of Eden) there comes this glo- 
rious, God-given revelation of the divine 
final restoration of the universe. We see 
the holy city come down from God, 
where we who love the Lord Jesus will 
dwell forever. Notice first 


I. The City and Its People (vv. 1-8) 
The old order is wiped out and the new 
order of God is at hand. There is figura- 


tive language here, but also glorious 
reality. “He that sitteth on the throne 
said, Behold I make all things new.” 

God is always with His people, but 
here He shall be present in a special 
sense. “He shall dwell with them” (v. 3), 
and every sorrow and pain will pass 
away. There will be no more tears be- 
cause every occasion for them is gone. 
There will be no more death for He has 
won the final victory over it. (See I Cor. 
15:56, 57). 

Christianity does not evade the ques- 
tions of sorrow and suffering, but it does 
point to a glorious day when they shall 
be gone forever. What a precious prom- 
ise! 

Verses seven and eight tell us who 
shall be there and who shall not be there. 
It is a solemn word. Consider it with 
care. (Compare v. 27) 


Il. The Center of Worship (v. 22) 

Living under present conditions we 
cannot do without a place of worship— 
a temple and meeting place with our 
God. But when the redeemed are gath- 
ered in the holy city they will have no 
need of a temple. 

Now we have to set apart a place to 
worship and protect it against the inva- 
sion of unbelievers. Then God’s personal 
presence, and the Lamb, our Christ, will 


be everywhere. Their grace and power 
will be all-pervading. Hallelujah! Now 
look at 


III. The Light of the City (vv. 23-26) 

The great need of man in this world is 
light. He rejoices in the sun as it sheds 
its life-giving rays on earth. But when 
darkness comes he seeks illumination 
that he may read, study, work, or have 
fellowship with others. At its best this is 
limited. So there is much darkness in the

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world and men love darkness rather than 
light (John 3:19). So they are able to 
practice their evil deeds. 

In the New Jerusalem all will be light, 
for the One who is the Light (I John 
1:5) and the source of all light shines 
forth in all His divine glory to lighten it.

It is a glorious picture which has been 
placed before us. Now we wish to make a 
very pertinent and all-important inquiry. 


IV. The Question — Will You Be 
There? (v. 27) 

The lessons we teach in Sunday 
School should all lead to the point of 
personal decision, but that is especially 
true today. 

In this last verse we learn that nothing 
unclean, or liars, or those who live idol- 
atrous and immoral lives will be there. 
Such filthiness cannot come near the 
holy city. 

Only those whose names are “written 
in the Lamb’s book of life’—that is, who 
have been born again by faith in Him— 
shall enter there. 

We ask you most solemnly, is your 
name written there?

Wise Men Seek Jesus 
Matthew 2:1-12 


MEMORY SELECTION: And fell down, 
and worshipped Him: and when they 
had opened their treasures, they pre- 
sented unto him gifts; gold, and frankin- 
cense, and myrrh.—Matt. 2:11 


It is a great and satisfying experience 
to study a Bible book from beginning to 
end. And we are to have that privilege 
as we share the lessons of the next three 
months on the Gospel according to Mat- 
thew. We have already considered the 
story of Christ’s birth on Christmas 
Sunday. Today we go into the second 
chapter. 

Matthew was an _ outstanding but 
hated man in the community, for he was 
a tax gatherer working for the Roman 
overlords who oppressed the Jews. Re- 
sponding with alacrity and honesty to 
the call of Jesus, he became one of His 
honored and faithful followers and ser- 
vants. 

He wrote one of the Gospels. It has 
been pointed out that his writing had a 
special appeal to the Jews, for he spoke 
much of the Messiah and His Kingdom. 

Today we note the various attitudes 
evident in Israel toward our Lord, who 
while just a babe at Bethlehem was the 
Son of God. These attitudes—which have 
their counterpart in our day—are five in 
number. There was 


I, Expectancy (vv. 1, 2) 

These wise men of another race were 
familiar with the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures and knew that the Messiah was to 
come. Others, including the religious 
leaders of the Jews, had the same infor- 
mation, but had lost their expectant 
spirit. 

Is it not true that many in our day 
have so often heard of the coming of 
Christ as Saviour that it has become a 
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knowledge without faith? We need a re- 
vival of faith in Christ. Next we note 
that there was 


II. Fear (vv. 3, 7, 8, 12) 

Herod was a capable but ruthless and 
ungodly ruler who was so afraid that 
someone would take his ill-gotten power 
from him that he slew his wife, his sons 
and others. 

When he heard that Jesus the actual 
king of Jews had been born, he was 
afraid, and laid crafty plans to destroy 
Him. God saw to it that his plans failed. 

What of the many in our day who fear 
the control of Jesus in their lives and 
will not have Him to rule over them? 
Because of their love of sin they have 
hatred and fear in their hearts toward 
Him who loves them. Then there was 


Ill. Indifference (vv. 4-6) 

When the wise men asked the priests 
and scribes where Jesus was to be born 
they had an 
Micah 5:2—namely, Bethlehem. 
knew it but their knowledge did not 
move them to interest or action. They 
told the Magi 
Him but they did not go themselves. 

That has a modern touch to it also. 
How many there are who, just because 
they do not hate the church and the 
Bible, think they are all right? How 
wrong they are will appear if they will 
read Matthew 11:23 and 24, and recall 
that the city of Capernaum which was 
destroyed did not oppose or crucify 
Christ. They just ignored Him. Their sin 
was indifference. Is it yours? 


IV. Joy (vv. 9, 10) 

These earnest seekers when they saw 
the star, which evidently was a mirac- 
ulous sign, “rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy.” All around us we see people 
straining to find “happiness,” when what 
they must have to satisfy the need of 
their soul is real joy. And this is found 
only in fellowship with Christ. 


V. Worship (v. 11) 

When they saw Christ they bowed 
down and worshiped. It is the normal 
and proper reaction of a real believer. 
Have you worshiped Him? 

They also gave gifts, and this is right 
and proper. Worship results in sacrifice 
for Him. Have we done anything to show 
the reality of our worship? Words are 
not enough; there must be deeds of love 
and devotion.

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He fellowshiped with God’s people in the 
synagogue. But above all He had close 
fellowship with His heavenly Father. He 
who had shown obedience and faithful- 
ness in life’s ordinary things was now 
ready to enter upon His great public 
ministry. 

His baptism and temptation were the 
opening events in that ministry. In to- 
day’s lesson we find Him 


1. Approved of God (3:16, 17) 

It will be noted in the preceding verse 
that when Jesus presented Himself for 
baptism John demurred. His baptism was 
“unto repentence” and Jesus had no sin 
of which to repent. Why then was He 
baptized? It was because He came into 
the world to save sinners. Here at His 
entrance upon that work He who knew 
no sin took the sinner’s place and identi- 


| fied Himself with the one for whom He 
| was to die. 


This brought forth the public approval 


| of God the Father as He sent the Holy 


; may 


Spirit, like a dove, to rest upon Him, and 
as He spoke His approval from heaven. 

The dove is one of the symbols of the 
Holy Spirit. It speaks of gentleness, 
meekness, purity and peace. The Father’s 
voice speaks of pleasure and approval of 
His Son. 

The triune God appears here—the Son, 
whose very person and work mark Him 
as divine; the Holy Spirit, coming to do 
His gracious work in Christ; and the 
Father, saying “this is my beloved Son 
in whom I am well pleased.” 

How quickly the scene changes, for 
next we find Him 


II. Tempted by Satan (4:1-11) 

Jesus did not fear this time of terrific 
testing. But note also that He did not 
seek it. He was led of the Spirit into the 
wilderness for this great conflict. We 
well learn that we must not put 


| ourselves in the way of temptation. Yet, 





when it comes, ye need not be fearful; 
God is with us. 

Jesus was tempted both as the Mes- 
siah and the Son of God. It was a real 
testing, and we may learn from it what 
to do when we are tempted. 

It was threefold—physical, 
and vocational. 


spiritual 





1. The Physica! Temptation 


Forty days of conflict with Satan had 
made Jesus’ body hungry. The tempta- 
tion to make bread out of stones was 
powerful and appealing. He could have 
done it just to keep Himself alive, but 
He did not. One doesn’t have to live, but 
one does have to obey God. 


Note how effectively Christ used Scrip- 
ture (Deuteronomy. Have you read it 
lately?) It is the only sure answer to 
Satan’s temptation, but you must know 
it if you are going to use it. 


2. The Spiritual Temptation 


Here Satan asked Him to presume on 
the grace of God. If he cannot get you to 
abandon your faith he will urge you to 
go to some fanatical and unscriptural 
extreme. 

God always cares for His own when 
they are in the place where He wants 
them to be. But He does not deliver us 
from foolhardy and unnecessary risks, 
even though we may call them “faith.” 
Note that the Scripture was once more 
the effective answer— 


3. The Vocational Temptation 


Jesus had come to this world to wrest 
the kingdom of this world from the 
usurper (John 12:31). Satan suggested 
an escape from that rugged path of duty, 
bypassing the cross, by simply worship- 
ing him. But Jesus knew Scripture well, 
and used it. 

There are many spiritual bypaths 
today whereby men avoid “the offence 
of the cross.” They have religion, but 
mark it well—it is not Christianity. 
There is only one way, and that is the 
way of the cross. 


The greatest cry of the heart of man 
is for life. Our pleasure-mad world is 
really in search for life. Our money-mad 
world is really in search for life. Thou- 
sands of people need to be reminded 
that real life is more than a physical 
existence. It is a moral and religious and 
ethical thing. Jesus does not offer a mere 
thimbleful of life to man. He offers full

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COMFORT IN TRIBULATION 


In order to meet the trials of life 
calmly, it is well to be armed with cer- | 


tain scriptural thoughts. There are three 
lines of thinking based on the Bible, 
which are helpful in trial. 

(1) The Lord Jesus had the same kind 
of trials that we do: He experienced 
fatigue, hunger, thirst, and physical pain; 
He was lonely, and knew what poverty 
was, to such an extent that He had 
nowhere to lay His head; He had to face 


iuty and hardship; He experienced the | 
misunderstanding of His relatives; He | 


suffered in His sensitive body and nature 
ndescribable pain for our sakes; and all 
this, “that he might be a merciful and 
faithful high priest in things pertaining 
to God, to make reconciliation for the 
sins of the people. For in that he him- 
self hath suffered being tempted, he is 
ible to succour them that are temvted” 
(Heb. 2:17, 18). “For we have not an 
high priest which cannot be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities; but was in 
ill points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin. Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to help in 
time of need” (Heb. 4:15, 16). 

(2) Everyone has to face trials of some 
kind, and Christians, because of their 
walk with God, have some that the world 
knows nothing about. We must never 
therefore feel that we are alone in trial. 
“Beloved,” wrote Peter, “think it not 
strange concerning the fiery trial which 
is to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you: but rejoice, 
inasmuch as ye are partakers of Christ’s 
sufferings; that when his glory shall be 
revealed, ye may be glad also with ex- 
ceeding joy” (I Pet. 4:12, 13). 

(3) The trials that God allows to come 
into our life are for our good. “Now no 
chastening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous: nevertheless after- 
ward it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which are exer- 
cised thereby” (Heb. 12:11). “And we 
know that all things work together for 
good to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to his purpose” 
(Rom. 8:28). 

Matthew Henry wrote: “The same 
word signifies to chastise and to instruct, 
because chastisement is intended for in- 
struction, and instruction should go along 
with chastisement.” It is therefore more 
profitable to see what lessons God has to 
teach us in chastening than to complain 
against it. Let us maintain resolutely the 
attitude of the psalmist, who said: “It is 
good for me that I have been afflicted; 
that I might learn thy statutes... I 
know, O Lord, that thy judgments are 
right, and that thou in faithfulness hast 
afflicted me” (Ps. 119:71, 75). 

The devil will do all he can to shake 
us from this position, and to tempt us 
to believe that the Lord’s dealings with 
us are not right at all, but all wrong. 
But at this point we must resist him in 
the strength of the Holy Spirit, knowing 
that as we do, he will flee from us (Jas. 
4:7).—Sunday School Times

IMMORTALITY, by Loraine Boettner 
Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Co., Grand Rapids. 159 pages, $2.50

M** is aware that there is more to life than that which 
pertains to time and sense. Through science, he seeks to 
pierce the physical barriers which surround him. Did I live 
before? Shall I live again? These questions haunt the minds 
of genius and ignoramus alike. The fact that a book which 
purports to tell of an individual’s previous existence in an- 
other country became a best seller indicates something more 
than curiosity. 

If this life is not an end in itself—and man can never quite 
accept it as such in spite of all the materialistic philosophy 
to which he is exposed—what is beyond? Answers to this 
question have taken a diversity of forms. To the Christian 
the answers of Scripture carry divine authority. 

Those who love God’s Word should welcome Loraine Boettner’s presentation of 
the subjects of physical death, the intermediate state and immortality in the light 
of the teaching of Scripture. In presenting a positive case for the Biblical view of

immortality, it is necessary to note and repudiate certain prevalent unscriptural 
| views of the subject. Dr. Boettner does this with particular reference to the doc- 
| trines of purgatory, soul sleep, annihilation, and spiritism. He shows the unscrip- 
| tural nature of prayers for the dead. 

Recognizing the role of evil spirits in the practices of so-called Spiritualism, Dr. 
Boettner is convinced that the movement is largely based on fraud. He cites the 

| testimony of Houdini, who claimed to be able to repeat any of the psychic mani- 
| festations of spiritualistic mediums by purely natural means. 
The incident of Saul’s visit to the witch of Endor has long been a puzzle to serious 
Bible students. Dr. Boettner insists that the woman did not have the power to call 
Samuel back to this world. She expected to impersonate Samuel, and so deceive 
her visitor. When she saw the manifestation of a spirit she was “literally scared 
out of her wits and screamed,” for she was face-to-face with phenomena with 
which she had had no experience, medium though she was by profession. God had 
| “superseded the seance” and used the occasion to pronounce judgment on Saul. 

While recognizing that “a sailor buried at sea rises as surely as if he had been 
expensively embalmed and buried in the family plot,” and that “the martyrs who 
were burned for the faith and whose ashes were scattered by the winds shall arise 
in the resurrection,’’ Dr. Boettner repudiates cremation as a proper mode for the dis- 
posal of the body. It is, he declares, “anti-Christian, and should have no place in 
the practice of the believer.” 

Loraine Boettner is an able theologian. He writes with a clarity which will appeal 
to layman as well as minister. Scriptural, convincing, and challenging, the book 
is heartily recommended.

There is lengthy treatment of Psalms 2, 
15, 51; moderately long expositions of 
Psalms 8 and 23; and very short articles 
on Psalms 19 and 26. There are of course 
many good and helpful ideas, but also 
considerable material pertaining to con- 
troversies of the day, which is not of vital 
interest now. Some interpretations seem 
rather curious. The entire work, while im- 
portant, will evidently be of interest largely 
to .the Lutheran scholar rather than the 
average reader. 


THE YOUNG CHURCH IN ACTION, by 
J. B. Phillips. The Macmillan Company, 
New York. 103 pages, $2.50. This is a 
translation into the common vernacular of 
the Acts of the Apostles. The story of the 
early Church has always been an inspira- 
tion in whatever translation, but the pres- 
ent volume portrays the Church, its char- 
acters, its problems in a new light which 
will bring richer meaning to this wonderful 
Bible book. 


FOLLOWING GOD THROUGH THE 
BIBLE, by Alexander G. Patterson. Chris- 
topher Publishing House, Boston. 127 pages. 
$2.50. In one broad sweep the plan and 
purpose of the Bible are here presented 
from beginning to end, from the Old 
Creation to the New Creation, as a 
connected whole. Surprisingly much_ is 
compressed into a small compass, but 
such a brief treatment of the entire Bible 
must of necessity be somewhat sketchy 
here and there. Nevertheless, the plan is 
made clear, and the author is faithful to 
the Scriptures as far as they are set 
forth.

This 
theory, the author maintains, is not recog- 
nized as fact by missions, inadequately 
recognized by the Salvation Army, but 
more fully recognized by Emmanuel and 
especially by AA 

He esteems AA as the best agency in 
existence today for og the alcoholic 
and curing his alcoholism. He admits the 
“general permissiveness concerning theol- 
ogy” of AA, as well as “the swearing 
which AA’s sometimes do in their talks,” 
which he seems rather inclined to con- 
done. It is recognized, apparently, that it 
is somewhat unfair to compare the rescue 
mission and AA, since the former is con- 
cerned chiefly with salvation while the 
latter’s sole objective is sobriety.

ETHICS OF DECISION, by George W.

This is an introduction to 
Christian ethics, part one dealing with the 
life of man under the law, and part two 
with the life of man under the gospel. 
Pride is seen as the greatest sin. The treat- 
ment of the practicality of Christianity is 
excellent, as is also the discussion of the 
moral law. The alternatives to the Chris- 
tian life are shown to be inadequate. These 
and other characteristics make the book 
a good one. 


VERBAL INSPIRATION, by Norman V. 
Williams. Moody Press, Chicago. 126 pages 
(paper), 35c. This small book deals with 
the meaning of verbal inspiration, the re- 
liability of the Gospel history, proofs of 
verbal inspiration, and the relation of the 
Bible to science. The treatment in gen- 
eral is good, and calculated to confirm one’s 
faith in the verbal inspiration of Scripture 


THE CROSS AND THE COMMON MAN, 
by Herman W. Gockel. _Concordia Publish- 
ing House, St. Louis. 155 pages, $2.00. In 
this book basic fundamental Christian 
truths are clearly presented by an able 
writer. New converts will find it a great 
blessing. The author says: “It will not do 
to speak of the death of Christ as a splen- 
did example of self sacrifice. . . It will not 
do to speak of the cross merely as a tre- 
mendous moral influence . . . then the en- 
tire Scripture is only a collection of super- 
stitions and myths. . . The Bible presents 
the Cross to man against the background 
of man’s depravity and proclaims the Cross 
as the instrument of man’s deliverance 
from Sin and Death and Hell. Any Cross 
which is less than that must be spelled 
with a small “ce,” which would be a cross 
of man’s invention.” 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


POLITICS, An Opportunity for Christian 
Service, by Paul Simon. Moody Press, 
Chicago, Illinois. 32 pages (paper), 25¢. 
The apostle Paul wrote not a little about 

the Christian’s obligations as a citizen. It 

is only logical to deduce from what he 
wrote about such things as praying for 
rulers and those in authority, paying of 
taxes, etc., that the Christian should be 
concerned about the type of men who are 
in office. 

This booklet is the story of a Christian 
who ran for office and is now a state repre- 
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sentative in Illinois. He felt it to be his 
Christian duty to enter politics. He saw 
in this field a_real opportunity for Chris- 
tian service. To this reviewer the argu- 
ment presented is a convincing one.

THE STORIES OF THOMAS, by Oswald 
J. Smith. The Peoples Church, 100 Bloor 
East, Toronto 5, Canada. 95 pages, $1.15. 
These little stories of the ministry of our 
Lord, told from the point of view of the 
“doubting disciple’ Thomas, will answer 
many questions in the minds of young 
readers. Sweetly and simply narrated, the 
great lessons can easily be grasped by 
young minds. 


THE GREATEST FORCE ON EARTH, 
by Thomas Payne. Moody Press, Chicago. 
190 pages (paper), 50c. This little book on 
prayer is worth many times its price. The 
author analyzes the prayer life of many 
Bible characters and shows the reasons for 
their success in this realm. God looks and 
listens to the Spirit's voice being repro- 
duced in the prayer. This alone brings the 
answer. 


THE BRIDEGROOM COMETH, by Edna 
Janes Kayser. Christopher Publishing 
House, Boston. 96 pages, $2.00. Here is 
religious poetry with both literary merit 
and spiritual significance. The book is in 
three sections: “The Bridegroom Cometh,” 
“Portaits of the King,” and “Meant for 
Sinners.” Most of the poems are brief. 


BRANDS FROM THE BURNING, by 
Millard A. Jenkins. Broadman Press, Nash- 
ville. 114 pages, $1.50. Forty different ex- 
periences in personal soul-winning are 
cited, each differing from the others in 
interest. Young Christians will find the 
book a blessing. Preachers will discover in 
its pages many helpful illustrations. 


SANITY OF FAITH, by Howard W. Guin- 
mess. Moody Press, Chicago. 128 pages 
(paper), 35c. An inexpensive but extremely 
helpful book which deals with two related 
subjects—Beginning the Christian Life by 
Faith, and Living the Christian Life by 
Faith. The author attempts to clarify the 
mental problems related to the exercise of 
faith. The treatment is both sane and 
concise. 


WITH CHRIST IN THE STORM, com- 
piled by Ward Chandler. Chandler’s 
Publications, Dallas. 111 pages (paper), 
$1.50. These sermons by “great preachers 
of yesterday” must be judged on their 
merits alone, since, strange to say, the 
names of the “great preachers” are not 
mentioned, which must be considered 
something of a defect in the volume. Of 
some of the messages it may indeed be 
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said that they are “great sermons.” for 
example the one which gives the book its 
title. Another, “The Temptation of Christ.” 
is a masterpiece. All are good examples of 
the homiletic art. 


VOICES FROM HEAVEN AND HELL, 
by J. Marcellus Kik. The Presbyterian and 
Reformed Publishing Co., Philadelphia. 
192 pages, $2.50. Various characters of the 
New Testament are presented in mono- 
logue style, effectively preaching the gos- 
pel. The form of writing is free, flowing, 
‘ivid, and picturesque. Imaginative ele- 
nents may be sometimes overemphasized 
but not enough to harm the effectiveness 
f the book.

minican Republic, plans which had been 
weeks in the forming by the energetic 
Eshleman were placed smoothly into op- 
eration. Island missionaries conducted 
sightseeing tours for the cruise passen- 
gers in chartered buses which bore ban- 
ners labeled “Christian Caravan.” Later 
these gracious hosts assisted at the mass 
rallies, acting as interpreters when neces- 
sary. 

Many of the missionaries were already 
friends of the visiting Americans, since, 
like the travelers, they had come from 
cities and towns from all over our land. 

At Kingston, capital city of Jamaica, 
12,000 persons joined the Americans at 
a huge rally to hear Mr. Redpath and 
the conference grounds’ team of nation- 
ally-known gospel musicians, who re- 
placed the ship’s usual calypso band. 
They included Lee Childs, Ronnie Ava- 
lone, Dorothy Strathearn and other well 
known performers. The Sunday after- 
noon service at Port au Prince, Haiti, 
drew over 4,000, overcrowding an outdoor 
amphitheater. 

A pleased Youth for Christ mission- 
ary, one who pilots a single-engine plane 
from island to island to carry on his 


Conference. 





Redpath, Eshleman 
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work, explained the overwhelming suc- 
cess of these meetings like this: 

“An entire shipload .of Christians 
coming into port carries a tremendous 
impact. We would have to work for 
months to draw crowds of half that size. 
The people here are accustomed to see- 
ing cruise ships unload pleasure-seeking 
tourists who spend a good part of their 





time on shore in the bars and night | 


clubs.” 

Unlike the usual island visitors, the 
Christian cruise passengers took home 
inspiring memories of contacts with 
West Indies people. They had oppor- 
tunity not only to share worship with 
those of foreign tongues, but also wit- 
nessed first-hand the sacrificial lives of 
missionaries in the field. They, likewise, 
took home never-to-be-forgotten ex- 
periences of Christian 
throughout the ten-day journey. 

Eshleman has again chartered the 
liner for a two-week cruise next April. 
Then, in addition to the island ports of 
Kingston, Jamaica; Curacao, Dutch West 
Indies; St. Thomas in the Virgin Islands 
and San Juan, Puerto Rico, the ship will 
visit South America, stopping at Caracas, 
Venezuela and also at ports in Panama. 

Aboard will be Dr. Mervin Rosell who 
will bring evangelistic messages at six 
rallies. He will be assisted by Dr. Walter 
Wilson and Angelyn Dantuma and Neil 
and Pat Macaulay as well as a team of 
conference musicians and workers. 

This year’s cruise is an outgrowth of 
Eshleman’s idea of a few years ago for 
incorporating one-day plane tours to the 
Bahamas into his Boca Raton Confer- 
ence Ground program. He currently 
plans to sponsor an annual three-week 
plane trip to the Holy Land beginning 
in September 1957. 

A former Detroit pastor, Eshleman a 
few years ago purchased a run-down 
thirty-acre section of an abandoned 
World War II air base which has since 
been transformed into a 200-acre Chris- 
tian community centering in the Boca 
Raton Bible Conference Grounds. END

. { Trilogy on Prayer , 


I. When Opponents Pray 


By Michael J. Sheldon 


4, 1895, Lincoln raised a question that 

has frequently been upon the hearts 
and minds of many—the problem of 
Christian people praying for opposite 
things. “Both those on the North and 
those on the South read the same Bible 
and pray to the same God,” he said, 
“and each invokes His aid against the 
other.” 

To Lincoln’s mind as to ours this pre- 
sented a conflict, for how does God an- 
swer when opponents pray? How does 
He answer when faithful Christians in 
a democracy and those under a total- 
itarian government both pray concerning 
conflicting interests; when faithful Chris- 
tians of opposite political parties pray 
concerning an election; when a farmer 
prays for rain, and a painter prays for 
fair weather? When opponents pray, how 
does God answer? 

Why does God seem to answer the one 
and not the other? Does God love one 
more than another? Does He listen only 
to the better sounding prayer? Does He 
listen to the one who promises the 
greater love and service in return? 

Lincoln discovered the answer and in- 
dicated as much when talking with a 
friend one day. “Do you believe God is 
on our side?” the friend inquired. 

You may remember Lincoln’s answer: 
“It does not matter so much whether 


x his second inaugural address, March

God is on our side,” he pointed out, “but, 
whether we are on God's side!” 

What we need to realize as Christians 
is that there stands a very special link 
between prayer and the answer — that 
link is the will of God. This truth is 
stated and restated in the opening chap- 
ter of Ephesians (vv. 5, 9), only to be 
repeated a third time in the familiar 
reference to Almighty God, “who work- 
eth all things after the counsel of his 
own will” (v. 11).

When 
Elijah prayed for rain, it was not the 
stirring words which conquered, but the 
prophet’s pleading that God’s will might 
be carried out — that God might be vin- 
dicated in the presence of the heathen 
worshipers of Baal! When Jesus prayed, 
“Let this cup pass from me,” He also 
said, “Nevertheless, Thy will be done.” 
And it was God’s will that the cup should 
not pass! “Prayer is not overcoming God’s 
reluctance.”

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“but rather laying hold of God’s willing- 
ness!” 

Too often we look at prayer from the 
human standpoint alJone, not realizing 
there is a divine side. All true prayer is 
like a triangle. It begins with God, is 
voiced through human media and finds 
its answer in God. “For we know not 
what we shall pray for as we ought: but 
the Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered.” (Rom. 8:26) 

Fenelon wrote in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, “Lord, I know not what I ought 
to ask of Thee, Thou only knowest what 
I need. Thou lovest me better than I 
know how to love myself. O Father, give 
to Thy child that which he himself knows 
not how to ask. I dare not ask either 
for caresses or consolations. I simply pre- 
sent myself before Thee. I open my heart 
to Thee. 

“Behold my needs, which I know not 
myself. See and do according to Thy 
tender mercy. Smite, or heal, depress me, 
or raise me up. I adore all Thy purposes 
without knowing them. I am silent; I 
offer myself in sacrifice and yield myself 
to Thee. I would have no other desire 
than to accomplish Thy will. Teach me 
to pray, Thyself in me.” 

It has been said that “God’s throne is 
not man’s footstool.”’ God is not a chame- 
leon, changing with each situation, for 
this would make for comfortless prayer. 
He “worketh all things after the counsel 
of his own will.” Therefore, it behooves 
men to pray less with a specific answer 
in view than with a view to God's will 
and answer. 

Such prayer, says one of the foremost 
writers on prayer, is not mere docile 
submission to the will of God, but rather 
co-operation with the will of God. God 
would not have us trust and believe and 
pray as slaves, but as co-sharers in His 
eternal plans for the universe and for 
individual lives. 

When we learn to pray in co-operation 
with God’s will, Christians will no longer 
pray for opposing answers. Nor shall we 
pray arrogant and selfish prayers. We 
shall be more content to leave the an- 
swer to God. No longer shall we be cast 
into the abyss of despair when a petition 
is not granted. 

This then is an urgent appeal to your 
spiritual understanding to realize that 
God “worketh all things according to 
the counsel of his own will” and to exam- 
ine His revealed will in His Word. In this 
way we can discover whether we are 
praying in His will, and learn to pray 
in His will even in the midst of ad- 
versity. 

Our prayers can only be answered as 
they are brought into harmony with His 
will. This does not mean mere resigna- 
tion to His will but heartfelt co-operation. 

When we do not receive, we must 
realize that sometimes His answer is, 
“No” — also, that while we cannot then 
see the wisdom of His reply, still “all 
things work together for good to them 
that love God.” 

Thomas a Kempis once prayed: “O 
Lord, Thou knowest what is best for us— 
let this or that be done — as Thou shalt 
please. Give what Thou wilt, and how 
much Thou wilt, and when Thou wilt. 
Deal with me as Thou thinkest good 
and as best pleaseth Thee. Set me where 
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Thou wilt and deal with me in all things 
just as Thou wilt. Behold, I am Thy 
servant, prepared for all things, for I 
desire not to live unto myself, but unto 
Thee and oh, that I could do it worthily 
and perfectly. Amen.”

“The kingdoms of this world are be- 
come the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
his Christ; and he shall reign for ever 
and ever” (Rev. 11:15)—When Julian 
the Apostate, who sought to light again

I am not going to condemn the Christ- 
mas shopping, the Christmas trees, 
Santa Claus, the parties or anything like 
that.

Let’s go back to that first Christmas 
nearly 2000 years ago. What did the baby 
Jesus mean to the world then?

searched Him out and worshiped Him. 
And there were others, like Herod, who 
wanted no part of Him, and even wanted 
to kill Him. As we know, Herod did not 
succeed, but about thirty years later the 
Jewish leaders and their silent partner, 
Pilate, did that very thing. 

So, that first Christmas brought to 
some on the earth a Saviour whom they 
loved and worshiped and to others it 
brought a personality who they felt 
would get in their way and keep them 
from the things they wanted and so they 
rejected Him. 

Let’s go a little further. Have you 
considered what Christmas meant to 
God Himself? To Him, that first Christ- 
mas was the fulfillment of His great plan 
for man—He sent His own Son so that 
you and I could be reconciled to God. I 
hope we all know John 3:16. 

And what was the end result of this 
rejection and crucifixion of the Son of 
God? Acts 2:36 gives us the answer,

Jou’ve read about her in a hundred 
/ situation stories, and you’ve heard 
about her on the radio in “soap 
operas” as well as in humor plays. 

You know who she is. She’s the girl 
who is too busy chasing every boy in 
sight to stop long enough for them to 
chase her once in a while. She’s one of 
the funniest characters ever devised in 
make-believe. But she’s not so funny in 
real life, especially if she happens to be 
—you. 

Of course, every girl dreams of being 
the focus of attention as she glides down 
the aisle in bridal white, the center of 
her own little world, and the beloved 
object of her family’s affection later in 
her own home. God intended it. to be 
that way for most girls. “Marriage is 
honorable in all,” says Hebrews 13:4a. 

As a Christian, though, you recognize 
at the outset that certain principles are 
basic. “Be not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers” (II Cor. 6:14) has been 
quoted to you so often that you’ve almost 
forgotten that it applies to other rela- 
tionships as well as marriage. “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and His right- 
eousness, and all these things shall be 
added unto you” (Matt. 6:33) is axio- 
matic in this most important step of 
your life. 

Naturally, if you have decided that you

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don’t want to be saddled with husband, 
home, and family, there are two fool- 
proof ways to accomplish it. You can be 
either too shy—or too eager. 

If shyness is your meat, by all means 
see to it that you can’t be bothered at 
all by friendliness. “He who would have 
friends must show himself friendly” 
comes from Proverbs 18:24 (not from 
Poor Richard’s Almanac, as a quiz con- 
testant once identified it). 

So, when a boy speaks pleasantly to 
you in the hall at school, just tip your 
nose in the air and sail past without a 
word. You can be sure he won’t bother 
you again. 

Then, never never have time for group 
activities. No parties or hayrides or even 
singspirations. You might accidentally 
be paired off with that good-looking 
senior who is temporarily unattached, 
and of course that would never do. 

If an enterprising boy does manage to 
start a conversation, be sure to confine 
yourself to direct answers to his ques- 
tions. Make them as short as you can.

This is a day of faddy extremes in all 
sorts of dress and behavior, but Chris- 
tian girls still need to remember that 
Christian women should “adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel” (I Tim. 2:9). 
You don’t have to confine yourself to 
long sleeves, baggy skirts, and high col- 
lars, either. One extreme is as bad as 
the other, while good taste is never 
gaudy or obtrusive in any way. 

The hardest advice you'll ever have to 
take is this: Don’t get panicky if as your 
friends marry off one by one you seem to 
be still on the sidelines. “Going steady” 
is so accepted a mode of conduct these 
days that it may be a bit rough to have 
to face the fact that this isn’t always the 
Lord’s plan for young Christians. 

If you do have to wait, let me assure 
you of two things.

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Rock-ribbed and forbidding, Alcatraz rises out of the clear blue waters of the bay 


JOULD you like to take a trip to 

| Alcatraz? Then come with me ona 

visit with a couple of friends of 

mine, Chaplain Park Tucker of the 
Federal Penitentiary in Atlanta, Ga., 
and the Rev. Car] B. Jones of Mill Valley, 
Calif. 

Alcatraz. “‘The Isle of Pelicans,” lies, 
you remember, in the heart of San Fran- 
cisco Bay, halfway between the main- 
land and Angel’s Island. As our power 
launch approaches the island we are 
struck with the curious resemblance it 
bears to a battleship. 

Covering about twelve acres of terri- 
tory, Alcatraz rises out of the blue 
waters of the bay like a great French 
bastion—rock-ribbed, tawny, mysterious, 
forbidding. The place creates a mood. 
As we draw near to it, we begin to under- 
stand why the official brochure reads: 
“From the city’s hills and bridges, from 
ships passing through the Golden Gate, 
from every point of vantage, travelers 
from far and near gaze at the fabled 
island and wonder...” 

Now we're under the shoulder of The 
Rock. Almost, it seems, the ghosts of 
others who have come this way before us 
flit along the shore, men who have 
carved their names in black letters in 
America’s Hall of Crime: Al Capone, 
Machine Gun Kelly, Alvin Karpis, the 
partners in the Weyerhauser kidnapping, 
Wesley and Dainard, the “Birdman of 
Alcatraz,” Robert F. Stroud. 

We are more deeply thankful than 
ever for the gracious implication that 
underscores the provocative questions of 
the apostle: “Who maketh THEE to dif- 
fer? And what hast thou that thou didst 
not RECEIVE?” (I Cor. 4:7). 

Our power launch reaches the dock. 
We scramble out. We realize afresh the 
grim character of the island. A_ uni- 
formed guard is on hand to say “Hello” 
and convoy us to the admission booth. 
He very politely requests us to register. 

We leave the booth and walk past an 
inspectoscope that operates like an 
X ray, revealing any possible contraband 
articles on visitors. On the dock inspec- 


qv 


tors, exercising the infinite care of cus- 
toms’ Officials, are going through bags, 
bales and cartons of merchandise in a 
systematic search for smuggled instru- 
ments. 

We pile in a bus and are driven up a 
hill that spirals like a corkscrew until it 
stops abruptly before the main building. 
The guard escorts us to the office of the 
warden and presents us to Paul J. Madi- 
gan. Mr. Madigan is a descendant of 
sturdy stock from another island, Erin. 
We find him courteous, soft-spoken, with 
surprisingly mild manners and eyes of 
china blue that catch up and reflect the 
waters rippling around his bailiwick. 

“We are always glad,” he tells us, “to 
have people on the outside get a first- 
hand view of life on The Rock. There’s a 
lot of misunderstanding about what goes 
on over here.” 

We know what lies back of his remark. 
Many Americans wrongly regard Alca- 
traz as America’s Devil's Island, The End 
of the Line, The Point of No Return. It 
is no such thing. Actually, since 1934, Al- 
catraz has served as a federal peniten- 
tiary pledging maximum security and 
minimum privileges to its inmates (num- 
bering 281) who represent the nation’s 
most troublesome criminals. 

Here you find the habituals, the incor- 
rigibles, the inveterate gangsters, the es- 
cape artists, the most anti-social of the 
underworld—criminals who have been 
sent up for rehabilitation from Fort 
Leavenworth, Atlanta, McNeil Island 
and other federal penitentiaries. If and 
when they learn to behave themselves 
they may return to their former institu- 
tions. Until that time they are water- 
locked in a stronghold from which no 
one, so far as the officials are concerned, 
has ever escaped. 

Meanwhile. however, the prisoners are 
treated like human beings and not like 
animals. The blackjack, the truncheon, 
the rubber hose and brass knuckles have 
no place in the discipline of Alcatraz. 

Warden Madigan assigns Captain 
Rychner to take us around the island. 
Captain Rychner shows us through a

heavy gate leading to the industrial 
quarters. 

“Now,” he says as he locks the gate be- 
hind us, “we're under the gun.” 

We glance up. Right over us an armed 
guard stationed in a watch tower keeps 
us—and that area of The Rock—under 
sharp surveillance. 

Our guide takes us first to the laundry 
Here men of varying ages, clad in blue 
flannel shirts and blue denims, are busy 
laundering clothes. Chaplain Tucker rec- 
ognizes the first man we meet, a young 
man with red hair, shifty eyes and a sur- 
ly expression. He steps over to speak to 
the chap, but is accorded an icy recep- 
tion. 

Later Mr. Tucker tells us the story 
about this young fellow and another. At 
the Atlanta penitentiary he had shown 
a special interest in them, and had in- 
structed them in the rudiments of the 
gospel. Both had been involved in an at- 
tempted crashout in an Ohio peniten- 
tiary; both had long prison records; both 
appeared to be headed for an inevitable 
life of crime. 

One day Chapiain Tucker summoned 
them to his office. “Listen, you men,” he 
said. “I’ve taught you what I know of 
the gospel. Now it’s time for you to make 
a decision. Will you receive the Saviour 
and take a real stand with me, or not?” 
One of them stood up, cursed Mr. Tucker 
and asked to be taken back to his cell. 
The second said, “I’m standing with 
you.” 

The first man was the redhead we met 
in the laundry. 

The second from the day of his deci- 
sion went straight. As a matter of fact, 
the week before our visit to Alcatraz he 
appeared with Mr. Tucker on Ralph Ed- 
wards’ This Is Your Life program, a free 
man, to testify to the nation of the mar- 
velous transformation that had taken 
place in his life through the faithful wit- 
ness of his chaplain.

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Young Man on Fire 


By W. Glyn Evans 


T wasn’t an easy thing to do, by any 

means. His fiancee was Jerusha Ed- 

wards, youngest (17) daughter of the 

famed Dr. Jonathan Edwards. And 
yet, for the sake of his “beloved Indians” 
cf New Jersey, he refused “domestic 
felicity,” at least for the time being, and 
leaded southwest. 

That his ministry would last only four 
years, and that he and the girl he loved 
would never marry, and that when he 
was thirty he would be at home with the 
lord—these things he would have con- 
idered too fantastic to be true. 

His name was David Brainerd, one of 
the great missionary saints in the history 
of the church. Materially speaking, 
Brainerd was a colossal failure. His body 
was constitutionally weak; he was ex- 
pelled from college; he had few close 
friends except the Edwards’ family; and 
his work among the Indians, aside from 
«un occasional harvest, showed no great 
results. And when his work apparently 
had only begun, he died. 

What was the tremendous appeal of 
this young man—an appeal which is just 
as powerful today as when he lived, and 
which has inspired Christians for two 
hundred years? It may be summed up 
in one word: consecration. 


+ Brainerd was born of Puritan stock at 
Haddam, Conn., on April 20, 1718. Left an 
orphan at fourteen, he was from then on 
cared for by friends. He entered Yale in 
1739, but was dismissed after two years 
because of a trifling criticism he made of 
one of the faculty members. He contin- 
ued his theological studies with a local 
pastor, and was licensed to preach at the 
age of twenty-six. 

Then he made the first of two im- 
portant decisions which influenced the 
remainder of his brief life. First, he de- 
cided to work among the Indians of the 
New Jersey-Delaware region. In taking 
this step he turned down several fiatter- 
ing offers from churches in New England 
and New York. 

The second decision was harder to 
make. Should he marry Jerusha and 
take her with him to work among the 
Indians, or should he refuse the bliss of 
home life until his work had become 
established? After much prayer he made 
up his mind. He left his bride-to-be and 
moved out alone into the wilderness to 
preach to the Indians. 

No doubt about it, Brainerd had made 
a difficult choice. In the first place, 
Christians in those days did not think 
as highly of missionaries as we do today. 
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Brainerd 
“threw his life away" 
for Christ's sake and counted 
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it well lost. Vevaney 


In fact, no church would support his 
work among the Indians. His salary was 
paid by a tiny missionary society in 
Edinburgh, three thousand miles from 
his place of service! His American fel- 
low-Christians throught he was simply 
throwing his life away among the sav- 
ages. It never occurred to them that 
missions was as much their responsibil- 
ity as his. 

Wilderness life would have been rough 
for a man of great physical stamina, 
much less this frail man. His diary reads 
much like that of the apostle Paul: 

“My diet consists mostly of hasty- 
pudding, boiled corn, and bread baked in 
the ashes . .. My bed is a heap of straw 
...in a log room without a floor. I have 
ridden 3,000 miles ‘via horseback) since 
the beginning of March (8 months). I 
frequently got lost in the woods, at night 
lodged in the open.” 

Nevertheless the young horseback 
evangelist traveled from tribe to tribe at 
Crossweeksung, Kaunaumeek, and the 
Forks of the Delaware. The natives, al- 
ready suspicious of white men because of 
their treacherous dealings with them, 
listened to him at first with indifference 
and unconcern. 

As the months went by, however, the 
Holy Spirit began to move among them 
and signs of genuine revival broke out 
from time to time. Murderers, drunkards 
and conjurers fell under the power of 
the gospel and were reclaimed. This gave 
Brainerd a taste of heavenly joy and 
made him feel his life work was not in 
vain. 


+ But if his work among the Indians 
had been the full extent of Brainerd’s 
mission, the world probably would never 
have heard about him. The greatest leg- 
acy the young evangelist left to the 
church was his Journal, which records 
his experiences, feelings and behavior 
from early in life until he became too ill 
to continue it. sal 

The Journal itself is a Christian clas- 
sic. No one, young or old, can read un- 
moved this factual, day by day account 


of a soul’s intimacy with its Saviour 
Brilliant young Henry Martyn of Cam- 
bridge gave his life to the Lord for mis- 
sionary work in Persia because of it. Wil- 
liam Carey was influenced to go to India 
by reading it. Countless others have 
found peace in reading this true account 
of a life poured out for God. 

Brainerd never intended his diary for 
publication. It was his own personal ac- 
count with the Lord. Nevertheless, after 
his deatn, Jonathan Edwards, to whom 
young David gave the manuscript, felt 
that he could not withhold such a spir- 
itual masterpiece from the world. 

So, after careful edition, Edwards pub- 
lished the Journal. It was universally re- 
ceived. Thousands upon thousands of 
copies were printed and sold. Brainerd’s 
name became a household word through- 
out the world, and his remarkable life 
continued to bear fruit long after the 
Lord had called him home. To this day, 
Brainerd’s Journal is a source of spiritual 
inspiration and encouragement. 


+ After four years among the Indians, 
Brainerd’s thin reserve of strength gave 
way and he returned to New England. 
There, in the home of Dr. Edwards, and 
attended by his beloved Jerusha, he 
spent a few pain-racked months. The 
last thing he did for his Indians was to 
send his brother John to them as his 
successor. Then he “fell asleep.” 

Brainerd’s entire life was a prayer. 
Here’s a specimen from his Journal: 

“My heart was swallowed up in God 
most of the day .. . At night, it was re- 
freshing to get alone with God, and pour 
out my‘soul . . . Oh, who can conceive 
of the sweetness of communion with the 
blessed God but those who have experi- 
ence of it! Retired early for secret devo- 
tion, and in prayer could do nothing for 
some time but say over and over, ‘O my 
sweet Saviour! whom have I in heaven 
but thee, and there is none upon earth 
that J desire beside thee .. . Oh, come, 
Lord Jesus, come quickly!’ ” 

This was David Brainerd, young man 
on fire. END

Fractures

Fractures as the result of falls occur 


most frequently in the wrist and ankle. 
‘he question is often asked, “Is it a 
fracture, or just a break?” The two 
words have the same meaning. Any swell- 
ing about a joint should be considered a 
fracture until proven otherwise by an 
X-ray. 

To illustrate the importance of the 
X-ray, there is a small bone in the wrist 
called the navicular bone, which is often 
fractured by falling on the outstretched 
palm. It can be diagnosed only by an 
X-ray. Failure to recognize the fracture 
results in a disability of the hand so that 
the patient is unable to shake hands, 
turn a door knob or lift an object with- 
out considerable pain. 

Reduction of a fracture, wherever it is, 
should be accomplished as soon as pos- 
sible before swelling occurs. Transporta- 
tion to the doctor could be disastrous if 
certain principles are not followed. The 


first principle taught in medical school 


is: “Splint them where they lie.” 


A proper splint may prevent a com- 


pound fracture (where the bone pro- 
trudes through the skin). Fractures of 
arms and legs can be splinted with pil- 
lows, newspapers or even sticks. 

Any injury of the spine in the thoracic 
(chest) region or lumbar (back) region 
should be transported face downward 
to protect the spinal cord. Injury to the 
neck region should be transported face 
up with utmost care, to prevent any mo- 
tion of the head. 

The important thing to remember is, 
handle fractures with the greatest care 
and transport them to the doctor as soon 
as possible. In slippery weather, make 
sure you give yourself a good break... 
take your time!—THE DOCTOR

You’ve probably noticed the frequent 
reference to missionary biographies in 
my letters recently. There’s a reason. I 
am convinced that next to the reading 
and study of the Scriptures themselves, 
the reading of the biographies of men 
whom God has used is one of the finest 
things you can do. In seeking to find the 
will of the Lord for your own life, and in 
preparing yourself for Christian service, 
I feel they are a great help. And here’s 
why. 

How many missionaries were first 
challenged to go to the field by reading 
the lives and reports of others who went 
before them! It was Brainerd’s life and 
work that stirred Henry Martyn to go. It 
was the picture of India’s great need and 
reports of Carey’s work there that chal- 
lenged Judson. 

As I’ve said before, these men and

easy to make. But God did lead them on, 
and He will you, too. He may even use 
their experience to help you clarify your 
own motives, and search your own heart, 
and thus arrive at an immovable convic- 
tion of His will for your life. 

Reading the lives of men like D. L.

(or lack of it, in a formal sense) will help 
you see the matter of education and 
qualifications for service in a _ truer 
perspective. The fact is, God has used 
men who had a lot of formal training 
and were outstanding in intellectual 


| attainment. And He has also used men 


who had little cr none. What does it all 
mean? Simply that God uses education, 
but is not limited to it. 

The most important qualification of 
all, one that God will never subordinate 
to any other, no matter how fine, is 
character—good, solid Christian charac- 
ter. Now character plus a fine academic 
preparation makes a mighty sharp in- 
strument for the Lord to use, and it is one 
that will stand up under long and difficult 
conditions. A highly educated person 
who lacks character is often like a very 
sharp blade that cracks and splinters 
under successive, heavy blows. It’s the 
temper of the metal, not just the edge 
that counts, Bob. It is what you are in 
your own personal life, in your relation- 
ship with God and others, that really 
counts—not just how much book learn- 
ing or how many degrees you have. 

I am not saying this to belittle in any 
way your training nor your plans for 
more, Bob. I praise God for all I’ve 
received. The time spent at University 
and later in seminary was invaluable 
and none of it “wasted,” I believe. But in 
my twelve years on the field I’ve watched 
some highly trained men quit and go 
home, and I’ve seen others without the 
background and skills they had plug on 
and get the job done. 


Reading biographies will help you see 
the lessons God worked into each man’s 
experience both before going and after 
he went. The work is a spiritual work 
and the foes are spiritual foes. Mere 
intellectual skill, mere breadth of back- 
ground, unless imbedded in genuine, 
tested Christian experience and service 
at home, will count for little out here. 

Another thing that reading such 
biographies will do for you is show you 
that you must be prepared to suffer for 
the Lord’s sake. A lot of thrilling pic- 
tures showing great accomplishments and 
the fruit of missionary service are all too 
often presented to the folks at home 
without the full story being told—the 
heartbreaks, the sufferings, the years of 
patient endurance through disappoint- 
ments and discouragements. You will be 
impressed as you read biographies, that 
there is a price to be paid, and leaving 
home and loved ones and American com- 
forts is but a small first installment. 

Bob, I would not want you to get into 
this business for the Lord without know- 
ing something of what it will cost. God 
has faithfully recorded it for us in the 
Scriptures. Look at the entire book of 
Acts; also that short wonderful summary 
in Hebrews 11:33-40. When figuring up 
the costs, before applying for the job, 
Beb, get the whole picture. That is where 
biographies will help. 

And when you're away off in some 
lonely, isolated spot in a jungle, flat on 
your back with malaria, with your first 
convert on whom you had built such 
hopes gone back into sin; and when your 
last letter home, pleading for someone 
to stand with you in prevailing prayer, 
does not bring a single response; that will

Captain Rychner pilots us through the 
cabinet shop, the machine shop, the gar- 
ment factory. Everywhere we move in a 
climate of furtiveness, of veiled hostility, 
of resentment. Chaplain Tucker explains 
the reason for this. “It’s a funny psy- 
chology,” he says. “These boys get so 
they develop a contempt for people on 
the outside. They think we just haven’t 
‘arrived.’ We’re an inferior breed.” 

Every department has a foreman and 
a guard in charge of the workers. Neither 
carries a gun. Experience has proven, 
Captain Rychner informs us, that the 
bearing of arms is fatal. Prisoners have 
too often pilfered guns from the guards 
and tried to shoot their way out. 

As we leave the garment factory Cap- 
tain Rychner says to us, “You’ve been 
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rubbing shoulders with some of the most 
desperate criminals in the country, mur- 
derers and kidnappers who’ve made the 
headlines.” 

“What,” we ask, “is to prevent them 
from grabbing visitors and using them 
as hostages?” 

“They wouldn’t get any further than 
the door,” he says. 

We climb the stairs to a catwalk near 
one of the towers, and stand watching 
the men as they pour out of the shops 
and make their way to their cell blocks 
to get ready for lunch. When they leave 
the shops, they are required to pass a 
detector, submit to a “shakedown” at the 
hands of guards, and then go by a sec- 
ond detector. 

We notice one husky man slip by the 
first detector and survive the frisking of 
the guard. But as he passes the second 





detector the buzzer sounds. Like a hawk 
on a field mouse, another guard is on 
him. A swift shakedown turns up a cold 
chisel! An excited explanation follows 
the detection but we are too far away 
to pick it up. 

We are reminded of that appointed 
day when the Judge of the whole earth 
will “bring to light the hidden things of 
darkness,” and “make manifest the coun- 
sels of the hearts’ (I Cor. 4:5). 

After lunch Captain Rychner conducts 
us through the cell blocks. These are 
long rows of barred chambers or cells, 
one cell for each inmate, with double 
galleries above. The entire area is im- 
maculate: the floor spotless, the air, 
purified by cross-ventilation, clean and 
good; the atmosphere bright and cheer- 
ful. 

We peep into some of the cells and see 
a number of excellent paintings (done by 
the prisoners), books on philosophy and 
magazines borrowed from the library, a 
few Gideon Bibles. We walk up “Broad- 
way,” the central corridor. Captain 
Rychner points out the scene of the 1946 
uprising, when Cretzer, Coy and Hub- 
bard tried to effect their senseless and 
fatal break. We visit the library, the 
dental clinic, the hospital. We stand by 
while the prisoners take the noon count 
and then swarm into the dining room for 
lunch. 

Of particular fascination is the Ar- 
mory, which we inspect on the way out. 
It is a bulletproof, glass-enclosed room 
that serves as the nerve-center for the 
entire system; a twenty-four hour post. 
No one enters or leaves the cell blocks 
without being cleared by the officer on 
duty. Even the gatekeeper hasn’t access 
to the blocks until the guard, peering 
out through a vision panel, is satisfied 
that everything is in order, and then 
slides back the metal shield covering the 
lock. 

We thank Captain Rychner for his 
time and trouble and embark for the 
mainland, more subdued and thoughtful 
than when we made our first crossing. 

I cannot conclude this account of the 
trip without injecting a personal note. 

I was reared in a Christian home by 
devout parents. I attended a Christian 
college and two evangelical seminaries. 
As I think back over the years, I remem- 
ber listening to many ringing appeals 
for young people to give themselves to 
this and that facet of service for Christ. 
But I do not recall having heard a single 
challenge for young men and women to 
consider the prison chaplaincy. Yet here 
is a field of service that presents an 
appalling need—a field that is virtually 
barren of true gospel teaching. 

As I watched Park Tucker move in and 
out among the men of Alcatraz that day, 
dropping a word in season to those crim- 
inals for whom he is really burdened, I 
confess that a new horizon opened before 
me. This is a world embracing tens of 
thousands of subjects, many of them 
young lives, not a few sitting under the 
shadow of death, literally, waiting to 
hear the sound of tidings of Jesus, re- 
demption and release. And the laborers 
are pathetically few. 

May the God of Isaiah place some of 
you now in training for service under 
divine compulsion to say as Isaiah said, 
“Here’'am I; send me.” END 
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
